LETTER to a FRIEND. 



Diar Sir, 

YO U delire my SentiinenU on our political Occurrences, 
and fhall have them with Honefty and Concifcnefs. I 
am confclous I write to 3 Friend, and, therefore, little 
anxious about the Guile in which my Sentiments appear. 

Simplicity of Argument and Stile is a neceHary Attendant on 
the Caufe of Truth ; few laiaured Performances on a plain 
Subjed have any Foundation but Deceit. When great Fains 
are taken tofitft us into an Opinion, we may reft alTured it i* 
fuch a one as would never occur in thejirait, iad natural Vith 
ofReafon. 

I have but one Difficulty in my Way. To you I need not 
clear myfelf; but, Ihould you fo far approve my Sentiments 
as to publifli them, fome Defence may perhaps be necefTary to a 
Reader, for the Liberty I may take in my Cenfnre of the Pro- 
ceedings of certain Perfons, whofe Rank and Authority feem to 
demand a large Degree of Reverence. To the Reader then do 
I folemnly declare, that I detefl Scurrility, and mean to avoid 
every Expreflion that tends that Way ; if 1 ihould cenfure, I 
aim folely at the Jf^ion, not the Man ; it would be hard if Mif- 
conduii (hould, at all Events, gain SanSion from Splendor or 
Powrr, and that all Freedom of Opinion on bad Meafures, 
Hiould be damp'd by the Appellations of licentious Libel, and 
perlbnal Invedive. But this is the flale Device of the Friends of 
. mifguided Authority ; one Point in which they mull be ever 
fuperior to their Adverfaries, and to which, when hard puftied, 
they have had Recourfe in every Age. When driven from the [ 
Merit? of the Cau/e, their only Refuge is to fculk behind the I 
Per/m.^ ^ ' ^ 

Undeterred by this worn-out Art, and uninfluenced hy Pre- 
judice or Paflion, I will venture to fpeak my Thoughts as they 
occur i I hope I Qiall be thought rather to /often than aggravate } 
A 2 it 
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it is my Intendon fo to do, confiftently with Truth; but, if the 
Narrative of Knne Afen's Condi^ fluiuld happen to carry in it- 
le!f the levereA Satire, to wt^m is it to be charged but them- 
ftlv«s? 

That diis poor Nation has been, and ftill is, moll nolentty 
agitated, its public Commerce, and its private focial Happinefs 
moft fcverely wounded, the Hearts of all can witnels. What 
ail are thus materially concerned in, what all are thus lb Ibrely 
hurt by, becomes the Bufindj, and the Right, of all to inquire 
into, to know the Source, the Motives, and the Adors of the 
Scene, ai fiir as unnntroverted PaSls, explauied by utiperverted 
Rfajim, can ^brd a Means to know. 

Thefe Confiifions, every one will, I prefume, allow, com- 
menced with the prefent Ad n here ; whether the Pro- 

ceedinin have been fuch ai belpeak the Authors well inclined to 
this Kingdom's Welfare, and aOuated by a Defirc to promote 
it, or whether, on the contrary, thefe Proceedings have tended 
to tfje Prejudice of this Kingdom, and the Projedors have been 
a£hiated by a Defire of elevating fome Individual*, and gratify- 
ing others, both here and on the other Side of the Water, at 
tiie Expence of our national Felicity, is the grand Qjjeflion to 
be decided ; nor is, I think, the Decifion hard. 

I Ihall argue only from the Attempts oifualfy made ; it u 
Itufe that a Number of nicely-corrcfpondcnt Surmifes, tran- 
fpiring, througfi difiisrent Channels, from the Fountain Head, 
leave little Room to doubt that a more fuddetdy-decijive Stroke 
was ultimately refolved on, and ripe lt)r Introduflion. But thefe 
1 ihall wave ; undoubted Fads aS>rd an ample Field to form a 
Judctnent on. 

Tlie firft Step taken was the entire RejeSion of that Set of 
Gentlemen who had long held the Favour of their Sovereign 
and a Succeffion of Vice-Roys, as the fixed national Inte- 
fcEST in the Infi Parliament. In their Room was adopted a 
rarty, a detached, relllefs, Combination, diflinguilhed only by 
their occafional Turbulence in every Tranfaftion fet on Foot 
by their Adverfkries, however efTential to the Dignity of the 
Crown, and confiftent with the Liberties and Interefb of the 
people. I beg Pardon of thefe Gentlemen for this diminutive 
Dcfcription of their parliamentary Confequence ; I affure them 
I mean it only as a D(fcriptian, and, I believe, they muft them- 
felves allow it is as high a one as they were entitled to, untii 
foflered in the Sunfhine of Power. 

The Price of this Acquifition was naturally, the entire Enjoy- 
ment of Places, Penfions, and Employments ; and the Confe- 
quence, "that they who had been ever loud againft the Court, be- 
came i'nflaBtiy as fanguine in the minifleriaiPlati, and the whole 
Hation was let fee, that there was no pollible Road to Favour, 

but 
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but by rehonncing thofe ^om As Peo{^ had Inig confiderul 
as their Qnardtan RepTcfeidatiTes. 

When the Scene had even thus far opened, it give a difgull- 
tng and ati alanniog View ; every Perfwi, who rafle^d at ^1, 
mull have aJked himfelf, fFiat can this mean? Tbit uncommon 
Apparatus inuji arift from fame uncommon Dejign; fomttbing 
untoward and indired in its Nature, vjbicb cannot be accom^ifiitd 
in tbt plain and iifual Path ; // cannot be the King's BtMttfs ; 
fbe Kin£i long-try'd and approved Friends are difcarded: tt catCt 
he the People's, the Favourites of tbt Pei^le are rejeHedi it tnufi 
then be fomething diflinft from Both. 

Sir fViliiam Temple beautifully and juflly remarks that " One 
** of the principal Wheels on which alone the Chariot of tbt 
" State can drive with EoTe and Safety is, the Governor's pur- 
" futng the tnie and a»nmon IntereA of the Nation he governs, 
*' without efpouGng thtrfe of any Party or Fa3ion ; 'or if thefe 
*' are fo formed in a State that they muft incline K> one or o- 
" ther, then to cbufe mnd favour tbat -aibicb is the mafl popular, 
*' or tiibtrein tb* greattfi erflrongtf} Part oftbe People appear to it 
" engaged; f»r, at tee Snd of Government feeias to be Salus 
" PoPULl, fo the Strength *f the Government is the Canfent of 
" TB« People." 

In another Place, he fays, " The Ground on which all Go- 
" vcmment (lands is the Confent of the People, or the greatefl: 
*• or ftronged Part of th«n, — That Government which takea 
*' in the Content of the greatefl Number of the People, and, 
" conlequently, theirDefires andRelblutionstofupportit, may 
*' juftly be faid to have the broaded Bottom, and to Hand on 
" the largeft Compafs of Ground, and makes the Figure of tiie 
** firmefl Sort of Pyramid." 

" On the contrary, a Government which, by alienating the 
" ASedions, lofing the. Opinions, and crolling thelnter^of 
" thePeople, leaves out of its Compafs the greateftPartoftheir 
** Confent, may juftly be (aid, in the fame Degrees it thus lofes 
** Ground, to narrow its Bottom ; and if this be done to feroe 
'* the Ambition, humour the Paffion, fatisfy the Appetites, or ad- 
" vance the Power and Interefts not only of one Man, but of 
" TWO, or MOKE that come to {hare in the Government, by this 
*' Means the iStability of the Figure is always leflened and ihi- 
" paired," 

On this Topic he dwells a good good while, and illuflrales it 
by a Variety of Inftances ; particularly the Dillra£tions of Athens 
and Reme, when '* by the Siuay of Men grown to unusual 
*' Power and Riches; the Governmenis were engaged in 
** Councilsind A^imt contrary to the general Interefls of the 

Thefe 
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Tbde Sendnenu ire as ftriidfvly ju(^ as die Writer'* An-' 
linrity a great ; they neceflarily rault fn»n the Nature and End 
of Government ; and the natural Inference feeou to be, that no 
Governor or Miniller ever purfucd an unpopular Method, who 
had cither the Welhrt of the.People, or the true Dignity of 
die Crown at Heart Such a one not only checks the Fluency 
of public Bufinefs at the Time, but runs a dreadful Hazard 
of propagating a Difcontent, if not a Dilitffedion, which for 
J^Ksmay not he eradicated, but may become a perpetual Source 
ofCalamity ; he lays the Seeds of private Enmi^ as well as na- 
tional Diviflon, and entails DiftraSion on Pofterity, at the fame 
Time that he makes the prefent, once happy. Generation mife- 
rablc 

That the Cafe here ftated was eza3Iy ours, is undeniable ; 
nay, it was much ftronger; for, befide their Popularity, the 
Gentlemen, thus difcardnl from die Smile of Power could plead 
a Courfe of i&rit and Defirt, in a long and foithfiil Applicadon 
to the promoting of the Digni^ and Satis&dion of their Sove- 
reign i this, one would imagine, fltouU have had fome Weight 
in their Favour, even though tbev had committed fome Faux~pat ; 
duit they bad, was never pretended ; thdr Cnnx mull therefore 
have confined, not in any thing paft, but their Uofitocfs for 
what was to tame. 

A Revolution of this Nature b almofl a con/litutional one ; 
it is a. violent Strain from, which a Nation with much Difficulty 
recovers, and fhould therefore be never made ufe of but in a 
Cafe of the laft Extremity; fuch as to exterminate fome dange- 
rous Malady that threatens Dellru^on to the whole. But in 
our Cale what was our Ailment, or where was the Neceflity of 

fuch a Procedure ? The V ' . e R y found us in Peace and 

Plenty, Harmony and Enjoyment; the Public not alarmed, 
nor private Families at miferable Variance ; the Croitin honoured 
and complied with in all it defired, and at the fame Time, bz- 

CAUEE THE KATIONAL INTEREST HELD THE ReINE, the Na- 
tion refted fecure in its Immunities, advancing to a Degree of 
Opulence and Improvement never attained by any other in an 
equal Time. — IlUfated Opulence I — Thus circumftanced, one 

would think a Change as needlefs as undefirable. How fodn 

the fad Reverfe took Place I need not mention. 

That this, and their other confequent Proceedings, have been 
the Source of our DiftraSions is uncieniable ; if then no adequate 
Caufe can be Jhewn that made thefe Proceedings neceffary, I 
humbly apprehend on the Intrigues of thofe in Power muft be 
charged the wliole Blame of thefe Diftradions, and all their 
Confequences both immediate and remote. We fee, we feel, 
the EffeSs of what they have done ; they are almofl as grievous 
as a People tan feel ; fhould there not be Ibme great, fome un- 
commonly 
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commonly great i^eaffl^ for Tuch tmoMmnoiily great and grie. 
Tous Sulierings i Ana where, and what, was this Ntceffiiy f Qm 
the greatefl Ssgaci^ find it out ? or rnuft we be content to put 
private Jmbitim in its Place ? a littlo Attention will quickly 
fliew. 

Sure I am, that Ihould a Phylician force an Operation on mc 
which puts me at the Time to Torture, and, in its Confecjuenc^ 
emadatcs my Conftitotion, I ihould expcd a very categorical 
Anfwer to a few plain C^efHons; Where was the Neee0tyf 
vihatviasTay Diferder? Ifelt no Pain till jrstf gave it; myBody 
was vigorous, my Spirits good, and every Part performed its 
Fundion in Eafe and Harmony ; what Cure have you perform. 
ed ? you leave me infinitely worfe than you found me ; nothing; 
but the abfolute'Prefervation of my Life can compenlate my Su^ 
ferings, ov^\i&\fy your Proceedings ; and unleb you Ihew me to 
Demonftration that my Life was in Danger, I fhail neceflarilr 
conclude, that what I have endured was not intended for uy 
Benefit, but fonte private Gratification of your own, and that 

my Health is broken, by him who Jhould have preferved it. 

But how muft my Suspicions be confirmed, ihould be turn on 
me, like another Gregory, with Cabrkius Arci Tburam Catbali- 
vtui, &C.? Yet with many fuch iiir^w as this, has the Preft 
been of late employ'd. 

So &r neither the Service of King or Country leems to de- 
mand, nor, cdnfequently, authorize thefe Meafures; private 
Dcfigns mdfl therefore have been the Groundwork of all ; and, 
I ^ncy, if my Countrymen would be fo juil to diemfelves as to 
alTert the Dignity of Reafon, and, reje^g all other Guidance, 
.follow thai alone in their Inquiry, it will £ew them the whole 
Courfe of thefe Tranfa&ons as naturally connefied as Branchei 
froia the lame Root, and that Root to be no more than a private 
Caialf ailing under the temporary SanHien of Authority. 

It is eafy to fee, that the Party thus adopted into Favour, and 
raifed to a moll unezpeded Degree of Luilre, were under a 
Neceifity of folfilling the Conditions of thetr Elevation ; even 
though they were inclined, to other Meafures, yet they were un- 
der the Dilemma ; they rauil either go through their Bujitwf$^ 
or forego all Hope of Power ; this may, in feme Sort, plead 
tfieir E^Cule; the Hand that raifed, and ilill held them up, 
could, in the Twinkling of an Eye, let them fink into their 
priftine Situation. How reluSant they, or any of them, might 
nave been, I can't take upon me to determine ; it was faid there 
were fome Expoftulatiom ; hut certain it is there was no Hefita- 
^on in the Execution, fo that all Scruples were, fome Way or 
other removed. 

At firfl View it appears not a little forpriiing, that any Men, 
who were atmbg at an Afcendency in a Nation, could bring 

themfelves 
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dwinfelTes to fet out widi a Strip To etceSnty unpt^abr «a that 
which was To indufirioufly laboured in the firft Scffion of this 
Ad ■ ■ ■ n ; to fupport si Perfon in m Emfatelcment of the pabtic 
Mon^, an EmDCzlement To flagrant, that not a Man -m the 
Kingdom had a Shadow of a Doubt about it ; to apply all the 
Force and Influence which attend on Government, to the Pro- 
legion of a Scrrant of the People, from tbeir Inquiry firft, and 
afterward from their Cenfiire, fecnu to be a capital Overfight ib 
PoKtics. For, what muft the People think ? ** The firft grand 
** Careof GOTcrnmeni {hould be to prefenrc our Interefts, our 
•• Trediire, and our PtiTilegas } to lay the whde Weight of 
** the Autlrarity committed to it, to the Suj^poit of parliamen* 
*' tary Disunity, the Vindication of our Rights, and die Punifb- 
** ment rt public Abirfo, yrt here is a Comeft where the Body 
" of the People are on the one Side, and the G— t and the 
** Delinquent on the other t a pubKc Vote of Credit enormoofly 
•* abofed, and the Abwfcr moft zcaloully ftieltered by the Arm 
** cf Power ; can tite nacioml Interefts be the ultimate ,^Um of 
*^ tboTe w)h> interpofe all dteir K4i^t to prevent Redrefa of a 
** national Injury f or can fiicb a Condud tend to the Dignity 
** of our Sovereign, whole pattmal Care for hia Subje&a haa 
*< been lotig exerted in the ftrideft Jaftice, and tendereft Af- 
** ftaion ? Here, indeed, we fee the Peliey of thoOiange erf" 
** Favourites." 

Thus moft Perf<HiB argued at ihe.Tlmc, and it wai datunil 
they flioald. Why then was Room left for fiich obviouft Infe> 
fences ? It at firft fcems odd, but, on tiikksg the whole of the 
Mu^res purfued into Confideraiion, die Woiider wttl ceaTe; 
for we fliall then lee that Popularity was, from the B^^mun^ 
a good deal defpaired of, and, confequendy, not made the 
Groundworkof the Plan; fome wacm and adive Genina fiwma 
to have been the moving Spring ; one, impatient of Delay, aiid 
too ardent for Fruition to brook a flow-paced Pc^cy ; and fuch a 
one was really the fitteft for fo defperate a Defign ; apreotfious 
Ad " n was to- be made ufe of in hofte, and, at fiich a valuable 
Crifls, Storm was infinitely preferable to Sap ; nothing, under 
a Miracle, could footh the People, or aUay tfanr Appreheo- 
fKHiB ; what then availed it to be nice in the Merits of the Caufe f 
Was it not more prudoit to bellow that Time and Aflidiuty, 
which may be wafted for Age3> in Parfuit of the iiatii»»I F»- 
vour. Id the procuring of Auxiliaries, and putting their Stauncb- 
ncfs and their StrengUi on tbii Trial, benire a more impcutaot 
one was introduced ? The firft Point in View wai Saceeji ; that 
ebuined, the Palate of the People might, in Time, be recon- 
ciled to wliat they muft learn to bear. This Plan, wt any obferrc^ 
was purfued in every Step of this and the laft Seifion; Dif- 
guift ai^ears to have been entirely Iwd f^de; an wrvmiSxmm 
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with tbe mtiooal laterefl could admit of n(me^ a»^ it 
leemed unnectffary to thole \vhol£ fanguine Hopes pointed out a 
Probability of fubduing lu by Farct. In Coofequence of tlus we 
find Matters carried through the Whole with a very }u^ Hand. 

Mr. N' — -/ was, therciof e, moft zealoully e^ufed, and to 
as httle Purpofe,' for bis Advocates were as yet too weak to inakc 
any confiderabte Qppofition ; he was coqviacd and cenfured ; 
but how merciful was the C>nfure I how expreflive of Modera- 
tion, and a Difpofition to Unanimity ! I think it mofl ftrike 
every Man who reflets on it for a Moment; a Set of IVkn, 
after a Series of Services, pluDKed fijddenly, undefervedlyt from 
the Smile of Power into every Dijgraet which the Frown of fuch 
an Ad- — d could in£id; a Man (iipported, to their Faces, in 
an Abufe of their Refoluiions, and an Embezlcment of their 
Money ; and hugged In the Bofom of Authority for no aflign- 
abie Realbn, but his being the Subjed of tbdr Animadverlion, 
for the Injury done to tbem and iht Natiiin\ this lUan molt 
folemnly convifted ; his Mifdemcanor fo flagrant as to jullify 
the fevereft Cenfure they could pafi v in thax Power, at their 
Mercy, and the moll delirableOt>portunity thaiRefentmeat qohA^ 
have defired, for mortifying and expo&ng tbe PreleHon, by thQ 
lUtural and unllrained Punilbment of tbe Minion. — Yet all 
Funilhment, nay, indeed, all Cenfure, except what was ne- 
celTary to fupport the Vote pf Rellitutian, and tiat uncommonly 
loft in its ExprefTion, was omitted i furely every one who lool^ 
^ck at this TranEi^ion, and conGders the ParticuJars of it, 
will be furprized to find fo wife and di^)ai£ooate a Behaviour, 
aowog Men fo circumllanced as the Majorin of that Time ; I 
own it afloniihes me ; for Men will generally be Ate» in their 
public as well as private Charader, and we find but few In- 
fiances on our Annals where a parliamentary Majority have 
flawed much Clemency to inveterate Oppolers ; fuch an Occa* 
lion has ever been a mod tempting one, and here, which made 
it Hilt nwr^ tempting, Refcntment might have had itsfiillellGra^ 
lification without appearing to be concerned, or incurring the ■ 
leaft Degree of Cenfure. Yet certain it is, that, however it 
mgil have rifen ag^nfl the Supporters, it had no Share in the 
Deci&on ; not even this repeCitiooal Stroke at public Welfare 
coi^d provoke them to encreafe the gathering Storm, evenbya 

Step oi the ftrifleft Juftice i Mr, N- Ps ConduS was confr- 

dered, in his Sentence, not as a Crime, but an Inadvertency \ 
the Breach af Tri^ thjEy forbore to punidii, and ordered only a 
Rcpittiiian. 

They have fince been blamed for this ; it is thought that, had 

they then cenfured him as they have Jiwre done, fuch a fpirited 

Proceeding would have llruck a Damp on the Hopes of certain 

P^fons, which have lince gained Strength from fuc^ Appearance

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of Moderation, tlow hr this .Opinion may be juft I vill not 
take «p<«i me to determine; certain it is, they were fometimcs 
much mitlaken in their Manner' of Dealing with their Adver- 
faries, and the £Sc& of their undefigning and moderate Difpo- 
fition have been turned upon them in a more material Inftance 
than this ; but furely we, the People", muft not only excufe, but 
for ever remember and applaud a ConduS which arofe purely 
from a View to our Advantage ; had they confulted only their 
own private Gratification, they would have given loofe to a Re- 
fentment which nobody could have condemned, they would have 
indulged the Call of Jullice in its utmoA Severity, and have re- 
pelled a lawlefs and formidable Attack with all tbe Force which 
our Conftitution allows to their important Station ; but the 
Public was in thtij Handi, and, in thzir Hearti ; the King- 
dom, they faw, was vitally attempted, and any violent Effort to 
difengage it, might have endangered the whole ; the Power, 
which gave Life to this Attempt, was in its Nature but fliort- 
lived J they hoped this might have been its laft Opportunity, 
and the ProjeS would die away of itfelf; they dreaded, (and 
juftly it feems) a Mifreprefentation of their own, and the Peo- 
ple's Principles, in a Place where neither defired or deferved to 
be mifreprefented. They, therefore, chofe to give the le«ft 
poffible Colour for fuch an Appearance, confiftent with Dignity 
to themfelves, and Juftice to the Public. 

They who think them faulty in this Forbearance, muft alfo 
take into Con fide ration, that they had the additional Motive of 
a folemn Promife from tbofe in Power, that the Nation Ihould 
have an. Atonement ; that tbeir Refoluttons Hiouid be laid before 

his Majedy, and Mr. N / ihould, in Confet/uence thereof, be 

puniflied by Am, as fuch Refolutions required ; requefting only 
that, as a public Servant, appointed by the Crown, he may fuf- 
fer no Ignominy but from the royal Hand. This Fa0 has never 
yet, as I can find, been controverted. Here was ffill a fiirther 
Sacrifice to the injured People, yet takes not off a Particle from 
the Merit of the Parliament, who gladly caught at the Propofa), 
as moft agreeable to ,the Moderation they endeavoured to pre- 
ferve in the public TranfaQions, and the fureft Means toavoid 
- the Evils that might arife from a more rigid Condud; But how 
this Promife was performed, in the obtaining Leave for Mr. 
N — ' I to fell his Employments with every ufual Mark of Ho- 
nour, every Perfon is left to judge. 

About this Time, the Linen Bill returned to us (b mutilated, 
that, had it paifcd into a Law, it muft have for ever ruined us j 
and if dropped (as it was) and the next SelTion, by any Acci- 
dent, fuffered to flip without renewing it, our Fate muft have . 
been the fame : Here was the daily Bread of thoufands, and the 
Source of our national Profperity, brougl« upon the very Edge .

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of Deftru&ionl Perhaps by Accident; it Via faid it was; a 
Cierk, it Teems, in engrofling the Bill, let fall fome Sheets cf 
the Draft, and confequenlly omitted them in the engroflTed 
Copy: It was very remifs in ium to be lb extremely inattentive 
to an Act of Parliament; and, what makes the Accident 
more odd, was, that the Sheets, which Hided out of his Hand, 
happened to contain the moft eflential Paragraphs in the whole 
Bill, nay, thefe Paragraphs fell from him quite fole and entire, 
without one Word more or lefs than what was abfolutely nec^- 
fary to the Prefervation of our Linen Manufadure. It feemi i 
little ftraiwe, however, that this Omiilion was not deteded by 
the fame Clerk, or fome other. Time enough to be repwrcd ; 
for an jA9 of Parliament, one wpuld think, though an Irijb aac, 
was entitled to a Revifai ; be that as it may, this, we were told, 
was the Cafe ; fome People, notwithftanding, cannot believe it, 
but affirm it was all a private Trick, calculated by afpiring Per- 
fons, like all the reft of their Meafures before and fince, to in- 
timidate ; to Ihew that we were in their Power, and what we 
may exped if we proved retu&ant in complying with their 
Meafures ; and they produce, to confirm this Opinion, ftveral 
Paflages in the fame Bill, altered from their original State, in k 
Manner moA detrimental to this Kingdom. But whether this, 
or the Miftake of the Clerk, be the more probable SuppoC- 
tion, I leave the Reader to determine. 

The Parliament taking upon them to enquire into Mr. ^— Ts 
Condud, without previous Confent from his Patrons, gave them 
the hi^fl OSence, and, by way of retaliation, it appears, 
that both the Reprefentatives and the People in general, were 
[ndiired at the other Side of the Water as ripe for Rebellion, . and 
ready to fluke off their Dependency on the Crown <£ England i 
this Reprefentation was built, 1 prefume, on that ancient K&xim, 
that all Oppofitian to a MiniJIer is DifaffeBim to the Primt. 
Certain it is, that fuch an Opinion was induftrioufly propagated, 
where it moft could hurt us ; happy for us that Us Credit was 
but fmall ! our former conftant Behaviour made the Improbabi- 
lity, too grofs to gain any Ground ; the Stroke however waa art- 
ful though precarious ; for, had it, in any fort, fuccecded, the 
imited national Force of our parent IHand, would naturally have 
exerted itfelf againft us, to fecure its own juft Superiority, and 
thereby have, inadvertently, facilitated the Dominion over ua 
which particular Perfons fo ardently afpired to. Who they 
could be that took this dcftruQive Meafure, that reprefented the 
moll fond and ^ithfiil Subjeds as Enemies to the beft of King^ 
and to that Nation under whole Prote&ion alone they fublift, and 
how much they can, by the Rules of common R^eaion, be ima- 
gined to have die Welfare of this Kingdom at heart, is, I be- 
lieve, a Matter that admits of fmall Dimcnlty in the Decifion. ' 
B z The 
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The Dagger, hawevtr, was too grtat not to he oppofcd ; 
and, accordingly the Commons, in an unuTual AtMrefs to his 
Majcfly, M the End of the S^ion, did all that Words could do 
to obviate the Mifrt^rdentation ; howjuft their Fears were, the 
Anfwergfren to their porting Addrefe by the L— L*-* moft unde- 
ni^lv dcmonitratet ; let fucti of my Readers as have it by tliem, 
cafltiieirEyeonitfbraMofnent, and they will fee in it theplain- 
t& Pnmift ctf paiatJDg dieia in difaileded Colours at die 'Throne ; 
its equrrocal Exprdfion can bear no other Meaning, and fai ther 
thaa t£#f, common Deceticy would forbid the keeneft Rancour 
<o go, in an Anfwer to one of the Eftates of Parliament.' 

Thus ended the Seflion ; in a Manner that could be hoped 
fijT, only from d>e unparallelled Moderation of our truly injured 
Patriots, and the general inviolable Attachment of the People to 
ifaeir King. Shew mc on Record a HouTe of Commons focir- 
cumftanced, fo attacked, fo mifreprdnited, and, at the fame 
fime, fopowtr&l, conducing with fe much Temper, Wifdom, 
and true poriianentary Dignity. 

The Circumflance of the Money-Bitl I have omitted, as I in- 
tend to %-» few Words immediately, in Relation to the Doc- 
trine t&frfvimi Qmfi»a, in whidi I thall include what was done 
with it this Seflion. { &all only fitft oWctwc, tJiat, in this fn- 
tcrval between the Seffions, occurred the ever memoraMe TVanf- 
aSiion of the Memorial } a lYanfaOion for whkh the illuftrious 
ABthormufl be honoured and beloved, while any Senfe of Virtue* 
of Liberty, and Love of their Cou NT RY h<Ms Place in the Brezfta 
of IRISHMEN, It is hard to fey whedicr AeNoblenefs of fudi 
a Step, or the Pravity of die ConduA which had made it necef- 
Hafy, be tlte greater ; theoneiscertainlytheftrongeflim^inable 

Contrail to Ae other : To turn the AiithorWy of G 1 againft 

the Repofe of an innocent, deferving People, to patronize the 
taa& d^budive Combinations againft their Interdb, and mod 
Groandle% fully their fair Fame, in the Eye of their Sovereign, 
on the cne Hand ; — on the other, to ftand ti»e Shock of Power 
in Defence of Truth and his Country, to break throt^ the 
. iflcirding Cabal to the Fotrt of the Tlirone, and ifi^l the Miil 
of FaHboad from the paternal Eye of our Prince, by pmnting 
<wt, in one plain Narrative of PaHi, the real Sources of our mi- 
taculoufly-fijAlen Difafi&knf 

This was a mrA mortifying Sttp^ indeed tbey have met widi 
t gooi many ; as mortifying to dieir Pride as to their De%Ds, 
ai^ the more, as being fo very mexpe^ed. It produced a C!a- 
BKxu' of Rage, itaa\ every MefMbtr, and every Dependent, of 
the Afibciatioii j but the moft notoUe Produfiion of all, was die 
Letter from the D— e of Z)— ^ to the L—d C ^r* ; every Man 
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in ihe Kingdom fluxild isstp it by him ; there cannot be a t>etter 
Guide, in our forming a Judgment of the Nature and Tendency 
of theTranftaions of thde Times; it throws, indcod, a Li^ 
upon them that needs no other Afllfbnce, and from bencejit u 
that it is fo induftrioufty flurred over by its Friends. One In- 
dulgence, however, is certainly to be allowed it ; that Indul- 
gence which is due to jf^^wn; inPeffim, as well as Wine, diete 
IS Tniibi and hence in thelfe few Lines is contained, the very 
genuine Spirit of the Di Alter ; we find the Bant to be llri^r 
turrefpmdent ; fome imfvrtiitt Scheme Was premeditated by die 
Mn^ms/imr Menaces here uttered, and widf £k> Scheme was, and ' 
how near their Hearts, appears -fnuli thefe Menaces being fo 
tmrnediatefy and (b exa^y put in Execution. — Surely there can- 
not be really on Earth, a Man «*om fuch ftriking Evidence can 
ixA to convince -^ On the whole, this magnificent Perfonnanc* 
did no Harm ; it added Valance to the public AppreheniiDn, 
■nd, doubttefs, gave a very pleating Vent to the Fullncfs of the 
Writer's Heart. 

This namndly brings me to die Money-Bill : Sh^l I preHune 
to handle fuch a Myftery ? I am neither Judge, nor Lawyer, 
Place-man, Penfioner, nor ExpeSant ; will my Read^ think 
tne the wotIc <q\]alified ? He mxj pleafe himfdf among the Ad>- 
vocates for the Preamble, tne Sentiments my Realbn fiw;- 
gefh to me, are not of the recommendatory Sort to the Smile 
of Power. My Plan ts the Plan of tommim Smfe ; if this Doc- 
trine comes not within /// Sphere, I hare been miflaken, and re- 
6gn it over to thofe, whofe Facultite are by various Means mote 
qiiick«ied, and adapted to the Inveftigation of all its Subtitties. 

There is not in the Nature of Tilings, a Point that, when ' 
&irly and clearly Hated, can admit <rf' lefs Doubt or Delay in. the 
Decifion. It was this, its very Self-evidence, which made it 
iKceffary fbf rf»e EfpoufisTs of the weak Side, m be fo induftrioui 
in railing a Mtft arcund it, with all ^ Powers of SophiUxy and 
Art ; but, when diveftcd of this, it ftrikes on the Mind, in all 
rt»at irrefifliWe Splendor, whidi is peculiar to Truth. 

One Circumliance attends it which fpeaks this (Irongly, atul 
h, indeed, Trutb'% grand Charaacriihc ; notwithftanding all 
ihe laborious Efforts oif the Friends of INjwer to difguife it, not- 
withftanding the mod ftudied Perplexity and Subtilty of Argu- 
ment, and Plaufibility of Diaion, the utmoft ijiey have efle^ed 
is to puzxJe and cen/aundi to produce a kind of momentary 
Scepticifra, or Irl'efolution ; nor have I ever met with one Per- 
fim, within my Obfeiratton, who felt a Particle of ConviHion 
from all thofe P«fcrinances, diough they, doubtlefs, gave no 
little Trouble to the Invention of the Compofers. 

My poor, poor Csontry ! fbrmidafaly attacked from itiitboutf . 
betrayed from wtbtn^ and, at the fame Time, pregnant with 

Swaims 
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Swarins who are eager to proflitute, each bis Share of Talents^ 
to the Difguile of the moA vital Truths, and Recommenda- 
tion of the mod fatal Mea(urcs I All for a Ray of temporary 
Sim-fhine I 

But why ihould we wonder i Has it not ever been the Cafe 
with the moft important Maxims both in Religion and Govern- 
ment ? The moft important are, in their own Nature, the moft 
evident, yet this very Importance has made it neceflary for de- 
ligning Men to muiHe their Evidence in order to lay a Footing for 
private Gratifieatian ; thus has the Goodncfs of God, which fo 
conncded Things as to place thofe Truths within the Reach of 
all, on which the Happinefs of all elTentially depends, thus has 
it been countera3ed by the Selhfhnefs and Perfidy of Man ; and 
that Reafon, which He beftowed for the Prefervation, lias been 
finfijUy perverted to the Ruin of his Creatures. 

Agalnft the Subtilty of Falfhood he has given us Reafon for an 
Antidote, and an irreftAible one if we wi// ufe it. From a 
Knowledge of our Species, if wc refleQ a little, we can eafily 
ice on vAat Topics it is majl likely the Arguer defigns to miOead 
us, and this will put us on our Guard, and rouzc us In the In- 
quiry; thus, an Argument, whofe dire3 Tendency is the Ad- 
vancement of Power, fhould call for the minutcll Care in 
every Conceflion, Tjecaufc, from the Frailty of human Nature, 
it is plain that Power rauft have many, very many. Advocates, 
where plain Tnttb has not one ; we know that Power can give 
every Thing that mortal Paffiont can defire, and confequently, 
that if any Sophillry can be devifed, it will be where Power is a 
Party ; where an endiefs Variety of Gratifications can be pro- 
pofed to thofe i'^on/, which, alas! we all well know, have too 
ftroiiga Predommancy, iii every Branch of human Condud. , 

Thus cautioned, fet Reafon againft Art, and we may be ealy 
about the Event of the Conteft ; but, without this Circumfpec- 
tion, we muft ever run a Hazard of being impofed on hy Words i 
and Words wc may rety on being attacked with, where Men's 
darling Purfuits are concerned, let the Badnefs or Abfurdity of 
the Caufe be ever fo flagrant. 

We muft not therefore be furprized at the Varie^ of De- 
fences, with which the late reje&ed Preamble has been favoured; 
had it fucceeded, there would have been little Pains taken in it* 
juftification ; but fmce its Fate has been unhappy, and the whole 
Scheme difconcerted, it is but natural to attempt fome Pallia- 
tion, to take off the publick Odium from thofe who have Jhewn 
tbemfehei to no Purpofe, and the public Gratitude from the 
much envied Defenders of their Country, The leaft the Lofen 
can have is leave Xofpeal. 

In all fuch Cafes we do not combat with the Difficulty of the 
Subje^ but the Art of our Antagonift. Were tbt Sttije^ ad- 
hered 
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her«] to, a few Minute would difpatch it ; batbt muft be fol- 
lowed through all his Labyrinth of Fallacy, and driven out <^ 
every Subteriuge, before he refigns the Caufe ; eveiy fooooth- 
founding Sentence he can form, interfperfcd with fome occali- 
onal Words relative to the Matter in Difpute, is, with him, and 
his prejudiced Advocates, an Argument ; and fhould you p'ow 
tired of confuting AblVirdity, he applauds himfelf as Vidor, and 
clofes his Jargon in Triumph. 

This Teems the Cafe -with preohui Confittt; a Dodrine now 
almofl as notorious as "Tranfuhjiantiation % vindicated by the 
fame Species of Rea/oning, with as much Zeal, and pretty equal 
Succeft. Words, indeed, have been neatly put together, for 
thole tofpeak with, who before were devoted to minifterial Mea- 
fures ; and I have heard an Orator of this Clafs, after getting 
the greatell Part of the Considerai^ons by Heart, exuh in 
his Fluency over a very fenfible Man, who had never dreamed 
of confidering a plain Subjed, in fo refined and complicated « 
Light. This is all the bell Covering for a bad Caufe can pof^ 
fibly arrive at ; and a Party, who never befcH'e even pretetided 
to have any Thing to Jay for themfelves, may be glad of thii - 
Bettering m Condition. Whether the Vmce of the Nation, 
Ipeaking in Addrefles from every Quarter, and avowing a Sebenu 
of ChnduH \x^a fumre Eledions, might not have contributed 
to force them out of their former Taciturnity, is pretty eafy ta 
fee. This Point was full as unjuftihable, nay, much more fo^ 
than any other Step they had taken ; but it was neceffary to de- 
fend it becaufe it had 4iled, and the People were in a Flame { 
and it was thoM^t feafible, as the Nature of it gave a Colour for 
making it a parliamentary Myllery, intelligiUe only toua few 
Adepts, and to be received implicitly by the Public, as by them 
taught and delivered. 

But let not my Countrymen be impofed on j there is not a 
Man among them, of a commonly-informed UnderAanding, 
but may fully comprehend the Queftion, and, with a little At- 
tention', fee through the whole Chain of Fallacy, that has been 
made ufe of to millead their Judgments, in relation to this Tranf- 
aSion, and the Deligns of its Promoters, and (according to the 
Pbrafe, and the Intfntion, oi the Considerations^ to quiet 
the Fears and Apprebenjians of the PeapU, until a more fortunate 
Occafion prefents itfelf for finally effefiing them. 

The principal Art made ufe offer this Purpofe, has been that 
which, m every Inflance, has been the Refuge of Falfhood ; the 
ufing of Words without determining their Meaning, from 
whence the Arguers take Liberty of ufing them in different 
Senfes, at different Times, and, by keeping the Word always 
•wide, flip in every Idea that can poflibly ferve the Occafion, 

This 
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Tbn hw been tite prineip^il Art ; for I cannot give the Name 
t/tAFt to dut Species of ArguioHit wiiidi fills the Bulk <A the 
Perfonnapces in &vour of the Preamble, I mean the laying 
donvn undeniable Premifles, and drawing the m<^ ibre^ aa& 
thfurcl Concluiion. A Caufe is hard prelfed when thus defended. 

In a Difpute wherein we are allprifumid to be concerned, we 
Inve fiircly a Right to infill on the Expulfion aihard Wards, and ' 
llie Subflittition of fuch as are, in their Import^ qatte clear and 
determinate to all. The Afltiiia Polities is built on tecbtucal Pbraftt 
■nd (his Rule fhould be therefore more carefiiHy obferved- 

Let the honed and intelligent Reader take the follow log State 
of the Cafe in plain Englifij it will not long detain bim» nor 
Bced he be deep-read to decide it j on the contrary, 1 will ven- - 
tore to anfwcr, that he will not need one Argument to help him 
in hit Peteratination : Nor will the hardied Court-Advocate 
fyy it is not exadly juji-y for th«^ is not an Article of it but 
ihey have, in (boiC Part of their Performances, confefled. 

The King is at the Head of the Sute ; put there /sr the Bempt 
tftbt f*oplt J for tbffamt Pvrp»fi is ha inveftcd with the Office 
flaying tut the public McHiey, which is r^fed out of the Packets 
tiihtPiapU, by the Means of their Reprefentalivea; thisisab- 
folutely neceflary, becaufe thefe Repretentatives cannot, in the 
. Nature of Things, be always aflemUed ; but the King is always 
4t the Helm, and tber^re ii the fitteft to become at AgnU for 
^ People, and a Tradee for the laying out the pmUic Wealth 
far the pttl>iic Advantage ; aS the Repretlnitatives of the People, 
however, are juilly foppofed to be adequate Judges whether the. 
Money ih^ raifed has been applied to its proper Purpofes, and, 
as the &me Titne> to have the higheft Right to inquire, the 
pablic Accounts are laid before them when tbey meet a^n, and 
tieir Approbation or Difapprobation fixes the Pit^iety or Im- 
pce^iety of ^e ^plication. 

This will not be denied to be the general State of this Branch 
ofour Conftilution; the Author of the Considerations, in- 
deed, denies that the Accounts are laid^ before the Parliament 
for their ApprtAatifiit, and that the Commons have any Right 
tu call ibr t^m in that Senfe ; but at he has prudently thought 
fit to recant in his fecond Patnphlet, this latter Part <^ his Doc- 
trine, and gracioufly to indulge them in this Right, his other 
AlTertion, though it were true, would make no manner of Dif- 
feraice in the Queftjon before us. 

Now as to the particular Circumdance which produced this 
^edion ; The public Expertces had fo fiu' exceeded the Pro- 
duce of the Taxes, as to make it neceflary for the Parliament, 
to borrow diSerent Sums of Money, from private Perfons, at In- 
terefl, and to pledge the public Fairfi for the Payment. In fome 
Time the Produce of the Taxes fo dwelled as to leave an Over- 
plus 
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^!us in the Treafiiiy after all die public Purpofes, for whick 
th«fe Taxes were granted, had been anfwereii The Treafurv, 
every one knows to be the fdbuc Coffxr, into v4uch th* 
Money, raifed off the People, is brought, and to which the 
King, aa the great public Officer, has recourfe, when he is to 
apply this Mxmeyjor the public Seroice. 

As a Redundancy of the People's Money was thus found, by 
their Reprefentatives, at their coming together, and the People 
were paying Intered for a considerable Sum, it was natural and 
equitable fef the Reprefenutives to do for the People, as the 
People would have done for themfelves ; to wit, to get rid of « 
heayy Intereft, and pay their Debts when they were fo well able 
to do it : The Redundancy in the Treafury could not therefore 
be fo well difpofed of, as in the Difcharge of the public Debt. 

The Fcrm judged moft advifable for drang this was an 4£i of 
Parliament, to which, of Confequence, the King becomes a 
Parly. 

Now to bim, who never had a Properly in this Kifoney, who ne- 
ver bad been or could be concerned in it. Farther than, as the 
executive Power of the ConfUtudon, to receive it, and expend 
vihtitvaiiteeeffary, and give up his Account! to the Public, ^'^ 
Money it was ; to iim, I fay, one would imagine it a very fuffi- 
cicnt Share of CompUment and Juftice, from the Nature of our 
Conftitution, to make him a Party in the Difpofal of this Super- 
fluity, and thereby to allow him a Negative on the whole 
Scheme, Ihould he pleafe to esert it. 

This, however, is not thought fufficient r, he muft not only 
fire his Affent to the Bill, he muft not only be put on an e^vM 
^oot with the Reprefentatives of the People, tubofe Money thit 
was, but he rouil be put on skfuperiar Foot ; they muft not prc- 
fume even to bring in a Bill for difpofing of ibeir own Money, to 
die Difcharge of their own Debt, until they had obtained bit 
previout Confent fo to do, nor muft any kSt of Parliament pafs 
for this Purpofe, without an Acknowledgment of {uch previaut 
Confent being (d>tained. 

This is die literal Fad, and, had die Fad been fullered to 
reft on its own Merits, more than fuch a pla'm Difplay would 
never have been neceffary. Reader, if you are not a blind De- 
votee of Party, lay your Hand on your Heart, and avow, as 
warmly as you miift feel, the Force of Truth ; the Cafe ties 
Yniott you naked and plain, unembclliftied and undifguifed; 
and furely It muft ftrike you in an Inftant that fuch previous Con- 
fent from the Crown is (at leaft) not neceffary to the People's 
fi'aming a Bill for the Difpofition of their own Money, which 
Bill, when framed, the Crown is at Liberty to rehiie, and, 
confequently, toquafh. Is it not enough that the King fliould 
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\x made tjaSnt Party wldi the other two Branches oFtlie Legif- 
lature in a Matter entirely of public Ccntem f Ij this not fuffi- 
cient to keep up the Dignity of the Crown ? But muft the Par- 
hament be doomed to perpetual Silence, though they Ihould fee 
the Petmie labouring under a Grievance of Intereft, and a large 
Sum of their Money, at the fame Time, idle in the Treafury, 
and not be at Liberty even to offer a Bill for their Relief, until 
they have obtained Leave ioz that Purpofe } What Maxim is 
there in our Conlliiution that a^rds a greater Power to the King, 
over tiie public Money, than to the Reprefentatives of the Peo- 
ple \ or tubal Conilitution mull it be, in which /uf^ Power is to be 
found? Yet, furely, here is a ^rM/«- claimed ; anc^Ud/one, in 
this Inftance, is conceded ; he may rehife his Concurrence, and 
thereby as efledually overfet the Scheme as either of the other 
Parties can do : But why muft his Confent before, and his Aflent 
after, be both neceflary ? Why ftiould he be invefted with a dm- 
ble Negative? It is allowed he may recemmend, advife, andpro' 
pofe to his People what, in bis Opinion, is moft for their Advan- 
tage, and why may not they be indulged in a Right topropoje 
to him what is, in ibeir Opinions, moft for their own Advantage, 
(of which, furely, tfeey may be fuppofed to be tolerably weli 
qualified to judge] and of prefenting him a Bill, as the approved 
Method of carrying thefe their Sentiments into Execution ? 
Surely, fuch an infinite Difparity in fucb a Point, is not con? 
Ment either with the Nature of our Government, or the Equi- 
librium of its refpeSive Branches. 

Whoever will confider this Point ever fo little a while, will 
find a Succeflion of Arguments ftarting up in his Mind, and 
vying with each other in the Confutation of fuch Abfurdity. 
- if the King has nolntereft in the public Afoney but that of a 
*trufiee or Agent for the public Ufi, and, of conlequence, is fub- 
jefl to be called (or, which is tantamount, bis Officers and Mi- 
nifters) to an Account by the Reprefentatives of the People for 
the Application of this Money, furely he may, by tbem, be ante- 
eedently direfled in the Application of it, more efpecially when 
this Dire^ion is no more than an humble Propofal by Bill wluch 
he is left at Liberty to rejefi ? Surely, by all the Rules of Nature 
and common Reafon, any Perfon who has a Right to punilh a 
Breach of Tnift when committed, muft have a Right to advifs 
befbrc-hand how that Breach of Truft may be avoided, and how 
that Truft may be beft ufed for the Service of himfelf the /«- 
trufter. But mark the Abfurdity of this Doftrine: To-day, the 
King, the People's Truftee, has fuch a Kind of Dominion over 
their Money intrufted to his Care, that the Parliament ftiall not 
offer to him their Sentiments, in Form of a Bill, about the Dif- 
pofal of it, (which Bill he may, if he pleafes, rejeft) luitil they 
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hftve obtained his Leave for fo doing; to-nwirow, the fame Par- 
liament, or one Branch of it, flull, of Right, call for an Ac« 
count of the Difpofal of this Money, examine it with the niceft 
Severity, and punilh, cenfure, and impeach, from the loweft to the 
highefl Minifter of the Crown, the ncareAanddeareft, perhaps, 
to the royal Perfon, without the leaft Intimation oiCknfent for 
h doing, or thinking it at all neccflary to wait for it ; a fudden 
Oiange with them for the better, this! To-day, they are ai 
low as a Parliament of Paris j to-morrow, they find ttumfelves 
in all the Liberty oi Britons ; they may ctnfurty but not aMft \ 
they mx^ pimijb, but nax prevent. 

Thus, the late Bill would not be fuffertd to pafs, without ft 
Claufe acknowledging his Majefty's previous Chnfint to the bring- 
ing it in ; fuppofe the Money which was, by that Bill, intended 
todifcharge the public Debt, had, on the dropping of the Bill, 
been taken out of the Treafury by fome of his Majefty's Ser- ' 
vanis, and applied to any private Purpofe, inllead of the public 
Service ; certain it is that the very Houfe of Commons, who 
would not be permitted to propofe an ^plication of this Money 
until Leave was obtained^ and who incurred the Cenfure of Dif- 
afiedion in general, and fevere Penalties on fome of their Indi- 
viduals, for rcfufmg to acknowledge the Neceflity of fucb Ltaott 
this very Houfe of Commons may (by the Nature of our GmJiHu~ 
tion) cenfure, animadvert, and punilh thof« who had mifapplkd 
that very Money of which they themfelves have been deny'd the 
Liberty of even propofmg an Application. 

The Connexion between the Right of etnfuring, and the 
R^ht of frofiofing, is lb glaring, that, I believe, the fmallefl 
Share of Attention will be llruck with it ; and a little Attention 
will fuggeft more, and more ftrongly, in Favour (rf it, than any 
Words can do. Let the courteous Reader, if hedefires tojudge 
right on this Paint, either for the Benefit of himfelf or others^ 
purfue this CmneHion, and it will foon lead him to the Truth ; 
and l«id him fo fteadily, that no poor Fallacy in Words, or Ar- 
gument, will be able to divert him irom the Purfuit. 

If the ParliamMit be allowed to know whether the public 
Money bos been rightly applied, furely they may know before^ 
band how it may be ri^tly apply'd, or, at lead, be capable of 
forming not a delpicable Judgment of what may be for the In? 
terefb of the Pepple j and if fo, why in the Name of common 
Senfe, may they not fpeak this their Judgment, put it into Form 
of a Bil(, ' and ' prefent it to his Majel^, to know whether he 
thinks with them, and will concur in making this their Plan a 
Law f Or what is it that can deprive them of this Right, by 
nabng the Confent of the Crown previoufly nwf^ary/ 

C a The 
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The memorable Aiitbor of the Coksidexations, who really 
does not want Sagacity, fbrefaw that if the Parliament be allowed 
a Right o£ calling for the puMie Aeeountt, all the World would fee 
that they muft have a Right to propofe an Application of the public 
Monty, and, therefiwe, cunningly eilough, chufes to top cA this 
Rig^t, though he generoully indulges them in the Right <^ 
punifbing Mifapplications ; that is, Mifapplications may be 
punllhed when they can be found out, which never gmt be, be- 
caufe the Means of finding them the Parliament have no Right 
to look into. I fhall point out, by and by, the Places wiier^ 
in the plaineft Terms, he has deny'd the Right of Inquiry. 

As die QueAion Hands in its original State, I believe an mge- 
nuouG Mind would never be able to divine, where die leafl pof- 
fible Colour could be found, for maintaining ai^other Doc- 
trine, than what thus fpontaneoufly prefents itfelf ; but nothing 
is impervious to Art, Art, rendered Itill more fagacious by Jn~ 
terep; and accordingly a Defence of the Necefli^ of prevtwt 
Confertf was framed, and moil induftrioufly propagated ; but fuch 
a Defence, furely, no Caufe was ever blefled with. We muA, 
however, obferve that, on the Queftion in the Houfe, no one 
Argument appeared to be the ruling Motive of the Advocates ior 
the Preamble, but a diiFerent one was ftarted by every Man who 
fpokein its Favour j they had all however, without Doubt, /Bme 
Principle to iSt on, and it required fome Leifure, indeed, to 
make Reafons lit to appear in Public. 

Though great Allowances are to be made, for the Confiilion 
of Mind which muft attend a Difappointment in a darling 
Scheme, and the Panic occalioncd by popular Outcry; yet is it 
not a little furpriling, that fome among the Party could not have 
Prefcncc of Mind to forefee the Conlequences of attempting a 
Defence of a Meafure fo rotten, that it could not be fuppOTted, 
without making free with fome of the Pillars of our C^iftitu- 
(ion ? Such an Attempt neceiTarily, as it has done, muft alarm 
the People more than ever, becaufe it difplays the true Nature . 
and Tendency of the Do^rine ; but to patronize and avow fuch 
a Plan feeros to be the very Height of Temerity. Every Senti- 
ment contained in it, comes from hence authorized to us, as the 
Principle which aduates its Patrons j and if every fuch Senti- 
ment Ihall, on Examination, appear to correfpond with the rell 
of their Omdu^ my Reader will allow it to co-operate in pro- 
ducing Convi^ion. 

Then, to the Considerations ; thofc modem InSituteSf 
whence every fmaller Penman has taken his SubjeS of Para- 
phrafe i - 1 would give any Length of Time, to a Man who had 
not read them', for gueifing, what Article of the Cafe, as I above 
ftated it, thig much celebrated Writer has chofen for his Argu- 
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mcnt i why indeed, the grand Article which fomu the Confu- 
tation of all hit Do£trinfc, and, at the fame lime, the Happi- 
nefs of eur ConJUtution ; to wit, that H)t King ii, iy bit Station, 
tie TfiaaTZi fw txpentiiHg THiMovzY of THE Public. 

If the Reader haa not feen this Bode, he will, doubtlefs, flnre 
at what I teil him ; yet the Fa3 is fo, and the whole Argument 
of the Considerations (or rather the irn^nv^/A^ Inference, for 
he hardly attempts to prn/e it) is this ; hecmfi the King is, by the 
Nature 61 his Station, employed by the People ta lay out their 
Money iat their Service, and this Money is, far this PurpoTe, 
put into his Hands, dut he may have it in his Power fo to lay it 
out, that therefore the People mud not, after it is ohce put into 
his Hands, prefume even to fpcak thdr Minds by BUI, huDiblt 
offered for his approbation, about what appears to them to be tfae 
beft &^Aod of applying Part of it for their own Boiefit, until 
th^ have obtained Leave from him for lb doing. 

IF this be not the plain EngUJb, and Sum total, of all the 
J.<eaming and tine Language in his Botdc, I will give up the 
Caufe. Let my Reader run through it, and he will fee : Ever^ 
one, it is troe, has not Attention or l^furt enough to dlfen- 
gagc it ham the Difguife it is mufHed in'; aKd on thia the Au- 
thor prefumed: But if the Reader 6iidsthis-to be really the 
Cafe, will he think thb monfbous liif^(% defigiudot involuitr 
taryi and, iSdeJigned, bt ^gooJ or a tad Putpoki^ 

liie chief Art he makes uile of is, the Ivring ^1 the Stre& of 
}iis Proof upon that Part of the Argument which every one wiH 
allow him without any Proof at all ; to wit, that the King i^ 
by the Nature of our Conftitution, tht^eta, «ir Tn^et, for 
laying out the Money of ihe People for (heir Service; or, as 
he c^/ee to [dirafe it, " That the 7ru/? of.applyiug the Money 
" given by Parliament to the Crown, without any fpecial Ap- 
*' propiiadOn, is, by the Laws and Conflitution of tiiis King- 
** dom, vefted in the Crown for public Servica." Thefe two 
Manners a wording will, I preliimej be allowed to come jufl 
to the fame Thing, as the Trust, the t^m/tx/ Idea, is ezprefhr 
mentioned in bit. — Yet, who does not fflt into the poor litde 
Art with which he vamiihes this finnilc Sentiment, in order to 
make it ioti as like as poflible to tbe ^in^ -which he wifhes, yet 
dares not affirt it /o be ! The Word given, tbou^ joined to a 
Truji, may look to fome People as a Gift, and what Is vefltd in 
ihe Crown may fecm toim^y the Idea. oF Properly. 

To prove this Trufi, had to him thefe fever^ good Confe- 
quences. Firfl, it en^ges the Favour of a Reader, t^ letting 
out with a Truth to which all muft aiTent. Secondly, it lot^ aa 
if this were the only Point that requires to be proved, and that 
^hen it is proved, the Qoel^on is at onoedecidcd. Thirdly, it 

tires. 
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tires the Attention of the Genendtty of Readen, before they can 
come in View of ^e Point which reatl; wants to be proved. 
Fourthly, it gives the Opportunitv of hawling in the Hiflory of 
the public Revenue, the moll debrable Thing for dazUng and 
peiplexing an ordinary Reader. And, Fifthly, the bell Confo. 
quence of idl, to infinuate, by all his Pain;, that tbh was the 
Point the Commons nteaned to deny by their rejefiing the 
Preamble* and that confequently, they intended to ilrip the 
Crown of (what he julUy denominates an ancitnt R^ht) the 
Right of aOing as Trustee for the People, in the Apj^ica- 
tion of their Money for ibtir Service. Iliis ferved to promote 
the Infuiuation, wmch has been propagated both on this and the 
«ther Side of th« Water, of their being aduated bj Dijiij^im, 
and mature for Rebellion. 

How fair, how honeA, fuch a Proceeding 1 How ingenSoiu 
iheAivoealef Hjowfoimd the Ctmfel 

My Reader will obferve, that his prolix and important Diiler- 
taticHi on the feverd Kinds t£ public Revenue proves nothing 
even Iw his own Confeflion, but that all thefe Revenues are 
granted te the King, or (in A/a/er and left equroecal Phrafe) put 
into bii Hand* f merely for the Service of /if Awie; fomeinPer* 
})etuity, and others from Two Years to Two Years. 
. And, once for all, I mufl caution him againft being decdved 
by the Words, granted to the Crown, which this Author ufcs in 
fyaiii^iy through his whole Work. It can mean no more, on 
this Qcc^on, than lodging the Trust, putting ii into the Pmier 
of the King to receive it from the People, thai be may have it in bit 
Power to lay it out fir tbeir Service. Without Jucb a Grant the 
Money coiUd never be raifed, nor could he difcharge his Office 
of cenhitutional Trvjiee. This let my Reader bear all along in 
Minq^ The Author dares not teowj any other Definiti(»i of it. ' 

TTien he proceeds ^ heighten the Paf ade, by demanding why 
the King's Letters ore ^eyed at the Treafury, if he has not ibt 
Right of Applicatinn? TTieKing has the Right of Appiicationi 
but it is a Right for the UJe of which he is ever aecountahle to the 
People, a Right of applying their A&neyyor /^/r&'/Vfrr; and 
not a^a^filute, uncmtroulabU Right of applying it as he pleafes, 
fuch M attends on the Nature of private Property. This 
too ray Reader muil remember in evei^ I^age he reads of the 
CoNSipiRATioNS, where the wtml/ii^i' is carefully madeule 
of in an ambiguous Senfe, and confou»led with Poiver : The 
Crown has, by being intrujied, a Power s& mifapplying the pub- 
lic Money, but 90 Right ; it is of the nature of a Truji to inveA 
9 Power oi Abufe. 

The Reafon then is plain why thefc Letter j are obeyed.; be- 

giufe, as he r^ys bimfeu* the lung I^s this (limited) Right of 
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Application; this OWwmv proves that he Jirr, and is the natural 
ConfequcnceofhisAaw/n^ it Surely, If I 'n/nj/7 a Man to ma- 
nage ray Money which is locked up in mjr Qm^ I muft alfo in- 
truft him with the Kty that he may get at it ; but will my giving 
hira the Key imply, that I do any Tiling more than intrufi hiniJ 
If not, why need the Circumftance of the Key be fo much infiftcd 
on, when I am ready to acknowledge the Trufi f All his Zeal in 
Support of thefe Letters leaves us merefbre juft where we were, 
and confirms what we had confcfied long before bis Book waa 
thought of, to wit, l^bat, by the Nature of our Cmflitutimt tbt 
King has tbe BJgbt of aBing at Tkvst si for tbe People, in rt~ 
ceiving and expending, for tbeirUJe, tbe Money raijtd out of tbeir 
Pockets by Autberity of Parliament ; and tbat, in toe siaturalCm- 
fiquence offucb Trust, be it ever aeeountabU to tbtmfbr bit Dtf- 
tbarge of it, and the Application of tbeir Money tbut committed t» 
bit Care. 

Who his Adve'rTaries, on this Point, can be, I really don't 
know i if he ever met with any, they are moll difmally unin- 
formed } for, one of the firft Things we are uu^t to know is, 
that the King is the drft Magiftrate, the grand Officer of the 
State, and tlie Head of the executive Power ; but we are alio 
taught to brow that every Magijlrate, every O^cer, evay execu- 
tive Power, not only implies, but is totally founded on a 7rufi 
rcpofed for tbe Good of tbe Society ; for the Service of tbat were 
they originally confbtuted, but to promote /// Welfare they 
would never have exifled, and to it mufl they be ever anfwer- 
able for the Manner in which they exert their delated Author 
rity. 

All this the Author knew as well as any one, but it was con- 
venient to mifiake ; the real Point of Argument was to be ilurred 
over, and a talle one pompoully inJifled on, that the Houfe of 
Comm<Mis might appear to have attacked the royal Prerogative, 
b^ denying that Truji in the Crown which he t^es fuch indefa- 
tigable Pains to evince. 

One principal Purpofe of this Book is, to inculcate fome 
Maxims which, though efTenbal to fupport his main Do&ine^ 
are too grofs for the People of this Iftand as yet to dlgefl, he 
Ibrefaw this in Ibme Sort, and has therefore drefled them out 
with Care, in order to difgufl; as little as pofTible. Thus he will 
rot, in plain Terms, afTert, that the Money raifed from the 
People, for public Ufe, is tbe Property of tbe Crown, yet it is 
palpable that he implicitly aflcrts it in almoft every Page ; and, 
maeed, he was under a NecefTity of doing fo to fupport the Doc- 
trine of previous Confent. 

But of his Art in this Way I have fpoken before; . what 
ilartedittome now, waslus oflentatious Manner of infilling on 
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fte Authority of the King's Lttteri; he would jJainly giTc fliert 
by Inlutuation the Air caai/oluU, and make an ordinary Reader 
imagine, that the King mull have fome Kind of Property in 
Money wliich he can thus lend for -wbenever be pUafes ; but Turely 
Ae meaneA Capacity mull fee, that to inveA him with a Truji, 
without giving him fucb a Fewer ^ would be downright Non-' 
lenfe; he mult have a Fewer of getting at the Money, in order 
to q)ply it according to his Truji ; and the bell Method of doing 
fo with Eafe to himfelf, and Security to the Trcafury Officers 
who have the Charge of it, ii by fending his Lettert, which are 
the l^;al Vottchers for their JuAiftcation. 

Numbcrlels other little Shifts and Evalions, in the Courfe of 
dus Pami^let, I pals over, as they would fwell my Letter too 
much ; my Reader, will, however, very eafily deted them, if 
be will conftantly, during the Pemfal,' keep in his Eye that one 
grand Grcumftance of the truft; let him never lofe Sight of it, 
nor admit any one Msuim that is not Sa'iGAy confentaneous to its 
Nature. Tms fingle Idea decides, indeed, at tmce the whole 
Difpute, and is an infiilliUe Antidote againfl all the Fallacy that 
ba« been deviled by the minilterial Advocates. 1 Ihall, there- 
fore, detain him as little as polTiblc. 

. Oht Author has thus proved the Trull, and we allowed it be- 
fore it was proved. But what is become <^previoiu Confentt I 
believe nolxxly fees it in Company with the 7ruft ; i faoCT, if 
we look a little ^rther, we Ihall fee it with its infeparable Cnn- 
panion, private Property. 

. If it (ktes not refult fram the Nature of a Trufi, the Consi- 
derations have laboured to no Purpoufe ; he does not pretend 
to prove that it deei, throi^ the whait Owrfe of hts Book, ex- 
cept inhis35diPage; thisis, confeduendy, the only Place for 
real Argument in the Performance ; for the grand Article to be 
proved is, that because the King is fbt Pence's TRusTrE, that 
THZKiroKx bit Ceafint is neceffiry U their even recomuehd- 
ING, by Billy any Application of their own Money. 

This, therefore, is a tough unpjiant Word; our Author 
thou^t fo, and could not fpare more than ieven I^nes upon it, 
which are thefe ; " If fuch Trull be in the Crown, the King's 
*' Content is necellary previous to public Deliberations 
" on the Application; otherwife fuch Deliberadona thereon 
" mi^t lay the Crown \aiAe.r great Diffkuliief, and be atttnded 
" with bad Con&quences to Government." Here are the fevca 
LJnes which contain all the Proof that could be invented to fup- 
port this much contefled Do3rine ; on the Strength of thefe is 
the whole to be decided, and the moll loyal Set of Subjeds that 
ever a Nfonarch bad, mult be convi^ed <£ an illegal Attempt 
OH Ml prerogative. 

If 
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If ny Mania ihe CdatnWBtiy, with • Head rMfixubly f roc 
fma Dutncls, and a Heart fros Prtjudice, will i\U>w, that 
(his fhott Sentence, coinpofed cntirdy <^ Words cf » very vague 
and undctcnninate Meanu^, or, rather, without any at atl, in 
« iti'ah&orf Procrf, and a firm Foundation for tlui mi|^ty S^- 
peiAmcture, I give up du Argument. 

I do not find that this Point, this iVw/' of B«x&rj Can- 
nexion belweoi a Tn/JI and prnmtu Ctm/ent, haa been infifW 
on bjr the Followers of our Author, except by thp florid Haher- 
d^ber; aGentlcmaiiwliohas tskenitinlusHcad toapef^Dr^ 
pier ; aa like him in his Abititiea as hit Caule, and in the Popu- 
larity He afie&, aa hhe him at in either. With the reft of his 
feaall Brethren, however, he has contrived to write a env Book 
by a Change of Phrafe, and is, indeed, the moft f»itbful luttr- 
firtttr of the Cohsiqzrations that we have. 

He, indeed, vcnturci to go a few Line* larther tm this Point, 
but ftill care&Dy keeping his Ttxt (above quoted) in his Eye. If 
Ax. Reader thinks it worth while, he may find the Place \ tneaa 
in Page 33 and 24 of the fecond Letter, The Sum «f it ii^ 
that, flnuM the People have 1 Right tp [Wf^c^ any Apl^icatioa 
of their Money to the Kii^, their Tniftee, mth«it bis prrmam 
Leave, Utey may haf^xn, by fame Qiance or«ther, to da fo 
exadly at the Time, when be was on the Poiet v£ ap[>lyiilg thif 
very Mwiey to f<Mne important puUic Service; which may hap- 
pen to be of lb nice a Nature, dial he could not divulge it with* 
out, perhaps, rajning the State; hence he would be vuider* 
NeceiSty of rejeding their PropoTal without giving them any 
Reaf(»i, and this may incur the public Refentment. Befidet, a 
wicked Parliament may make ibine Ah^ Propolal on Purpoie t9 
draw him into this Dilemma. 

There feems fucfa a Fainmefs in this Attempt at an Argument, 
and fuch an Air of Defpondency in the Inventor of it, mat it is 
almoft cruel to attack it. But, at it comes originally from the 
CgNsiOERATioNS, it Ihall have a Word or two. 

In fome very rare Cafes it mgy happen, that the Crown may 
be ingaged in Tranfa^ons not proper to divulge, at the TtW, 
even to the Parliament, but very rarely, indeed, can fuch an 
Occafton occur, with refpeQ to the parlimlar InterefH of this 
Kingdom ; {iill more rare muft fuch a Cafe be, if this Ihould 
happen juA at the very Nick, when the Parliament might pro* 
pofe another Application of this very Money, and no Fund be 
found fuflScient to anfwer bath : How often, in a thoufand Years, 
fuch a Concurrence of unlucky Ctrcumftances may be met with, 
I IhalL not now attempt to compute ; but I fear that few will 
be got to believe, that fuch a firamcd P»ffibility is a Reafon ftrong 
enough to cut off from the Parliament all Right of deliberating 
D on 



on the Appliettlon of the People's Mone7,~without prevloiu Cm- 
fent from the Own. But lupptrfing this £lrange ASair {boa\i 
happen, is not the Remedy very Miy ? Surely a good King 
(direded by good Miniftcrs) and an afieaionatc Parlianient, could 
nerer diragree upon it; between _^£ a Confidence muA ever 
fubfifl, that could, in an Inflant, dirperfe the moft unlud^ 
-Combination of Incidents that can bedevifed; and, in a Cafe 
like this, mufl banifb every Shadow of Difficulty ( the King has 
p Scheme on Foot for the public Benefit, wiiich, in its Nature, 
requires Secrecy ; the People humbly approach with their Ad- 
vice on the Difpdal of that Share of dieir Money, which is 
defhned for the Completion of this Scheme ; a Propofal does no 
Harm, and the King, in fuch a Cafe, might, and mufl refiifa 
his Concurrence, without divulging the Particulars of.his Plan i 
Their Experience of Ihs former Condud, and continued Car^ 
of their Iriterefb, muft furely prevent every the leafl Tendency 
to Uneafinefs or DiAruft ; and befides, all fiich Secrets can b« 
but temporary, and the AppSicatiou lies ever open to their Scrur 
tiny. A mofl delicate and vapourifh Being indeed mutt be the 
Genius of Government, to be feared out of its Abilities, and 
perplexed in the Difchai^of its Office, if ths People, whole 
Welfare ought to be the fole Objed of it? Concern, ihould apr 
proach uninvited to oflcr their Opinion. 

Thus far to the (irft Part of this Argument ; hii fectma if 
built on what a bad Parliament may do ; this Matter I will not 
contcft with him, but, on the contrary, would be glad to know 
what a had ParJiamsnt may net do ; furely there is riot a Branch 
of their Privileges which they may not pervert at their Difcre^ 
tion, either to diflrefs their Sovereign, or betray their Confti-> 
tuents ; but can this be a Reafon for depriving them of thefe 
Privileges ? or is it polTihIc to contrive a hitfnan Syfl«m of Power 
not liable to Mu/e ? 

The fame Gentleman's own Words immediately after (alfo 
badly copied from the Considerations) will do we|l enou^ 
on this Occafion ; " As well on the fame Principle may we 
*' argue againft all Kinds of human Government, bccauie, in 
'' the Hands of whatever Men Power is lodged, there a Poffi^ 
*' bility of Mifapplication mufl be admitt^. The Debate, 
'• therefore, is not about poffiblc Abufe of the Power claimed ; 
" an Ahufe not evm to be prefumed at preftmt. The only Confi- 
*' derations of Moment to us in this Matter are -r- Is there fuch 
f a Power eflablifhed ? does this ElAablilhment naturally tend 
*' to the national Profperity ?'' 

If then this Right of humbly offering their Opinions, about 
the Application of their own Money, be by the Rules of Nature, 
^d our ConAilutton, inherent in the Reprefentatives of the 
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People, and tlutt it he, 'm iti dired Tetkkncy> fa1u(ary to the 
Society, as the Lo& of it mnft be ddlnidive, no Paffihtlity that 
they may, at Ibme Time or another, pervert it to a finifter 
Purpofe, can be a fufficient Argument for taking it, from them. 
Indeed, it happens a little unluckily for the Author, that there 
is not a fingie Article of parhamentary- Privilegs which may not 
with much more Eafe than this, be made an Inftrument of dif- 
treifing the Crown ; and the Reafon is plain ; becaufe tbii is the 
bumbleji, the Icaft tturgic, of all Rights \ It amounts to notiung 
more than a Liberty of Opinion ; % Right that in itfelf can never 
hurt the Crown, nor can the worft Intention give it a noxious 
Quality, without the Concurrence of a nHmberlefs Train of 
Fatalities, which never did, nor hardly ever can^ exilL 

But turn the ReverTe, deprive us of this Right, this humtile 
Right, and vjbat do we become f Then, indeed, the worft of 
Confequences glare upon the Eye, and fright the free-born SmiJ 
from a Dodrine teeming with Evils ; no Cmtingencies, no pef- 
JibUAbufe: Abufe implies a Contrafl, implies a Benefit refulting 
from the fame Source through a different Channel. But inveft 
the Crown with a Right of prohibiting the S\i\>]c6i'i propojing an 
Application of the national Wealth, and nothing can enfue but 
«nc uniform Scries of Milchieft to the People, without oaepof- 
JihU Advantage to them, or one Particle of Dignity to the Mo^ 
narch, confSent with the Nature of a free GoverniJient. 

If then we agree with the Author of the Considerations^ 
that to indulge the People, in this Right, may he attended -wilb 
bad Cot^equencts to Government, we muft underftand that 
Kind of G -t which, it is too probable, he had chiefly in bis 
Eye when he invented the Dofirine; that G- — t which fo 
fiirioully attempted the Meafure, and fo indufirioully difperfed 
his Book ; to fuch a one, indeed, tbii Right, and, I rear, fbme 
others, muft be very difagreeable. 

That a Neceffity oi previous Conftnt can never be the natural 
Refult of a Trufi is, therefore, not to be denied ; its moft cele-> 
brated Advocates have no where produced even a Shadow of a 
Proof thai it is ; and this is the true Reafon why all their Pains 
have not efie^ed a Particle of Conviaion, nor, in any Sort, 
abated that hbneft Fervour among the People, which they 
were fo Induftrioufly calculated to llifle. No Man, in liis Scnics, 
can be brought to think, that btcaufe a Perfon is intrujled, in 
general, w;th the Money of others, to be laid out/Jr their Ufe^ 
that therefore the Perfona, who intrufl him, can have no Right, 
even to propofe an Application of any Part of this their Mousy, 
until they have previoufly obtained Leave from the Truftee for 
fo doing. There could not be two more unlucky Ideas joined 
fc^ether, thana3>«/?, vaA a NeceJJity of fwk Ctn/tnt ; they are, 
D 2 in. 
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in dmr Nttar^ m iacMictuoui al Fin hnd Wiftr, o» wifl 

dK gretteH Art be ever abte to ektnfi one from the other. 

If a Necefity of freoitut Coi^nt be not then the tiaturd 
Gfowtk of a Trufi, it ii eafy to fee of ivbat it is the natural 
Growth ; and this will, 1 brieve, lead us, at the tame Inflant^ 
tD a View of the grand Spring which a&uted this whole Pro- 
ceeding; which produced the turious Efibrt, and the implacable 
Refentmcnt. From hence too arife the jultification and the 
Merit of thofe, who, at every Hazard, withAood the infidioua 
Mexliire. 

Aksoldtx, privatx Property, in the Perfon wbofe pre~ 
vious Confcnt is thus ncceflary, ^ill be found, without long 
Search, to be the tniy Bafit on which this DoSrine can be builL 
Every liberal minded Man will think that, while he continues 
to bold a Propertif in his Money, he muft ever retain with it s 
Ri^t of fpeaking hit Mind about the Application, though ano- 
<ber Perfon may have the Pofftffiim of it fix bit Ufe. This ia 
the lafl Privilege that can be parted with, iwr can it, indeed, 
be refigned until the Property goes out of him. Take ^is away, 
and what becomes of the very Idea <£ Property ? It is inftaiMly 
fled ; for this ii its very Eflcnce, Life, and Spirit: There is a 
Reverence cflentially attending on its very Nature, vrliich in- 
mles B Man by the eternal Law of Nature to this Pren^ttve, 
and we find accordingly an univofal^ innate Pride diat aflerts 
the Oaim, and rifet againA every Attempt to deprive us of it 

On the other Hand where the Property and P»jf«ff^ mm 
lodged ti^ether, unimwnbertd vatb my Trust, tien, ah» 
THERR ALONE, dic famc great Law of Nature laakes it obfo- 
lately neccflary, that pnvioui Confent be had, from thicPraprw' 
tor, before any other Perfon on Earth can, with Juftice or De- 
corum, enter into any Deliberation, or nuke any Prc^fal, re- 
lative to the Djfpofttion of this his Property; fuch a ConAa6t 
wmld be an InvaTion on its facred Heverntce^ and the fiunc 
honcfl Pritie would take Fire at the Inlblence. 

If the Nature of a 7'nifi does not make a Neceffity for previa 
tmt Conftitt, then to acknowledge fuch a Neetffity would be to 
go beyond the Nature of a Truft; a Grant, not implying a 
^Tufl, mufl be a Gift, ah u neon troul able Gift ; there is no 
Medium ; you Hep indantly out of one into the other ; a Grant 
made to a Perfon mufl be either to bis Ufe, or not; if not, 
then to frnnt olber Ule, and fo beoomes a Tnift; here is a 
Grant made to the King, aiKi previous Cbafeat, ia, it feemt, 
infilled on as, fome Way or other, the neceffary Confequence 
t^ [his Grant ; if dien it jpartake not of, fast be totally incon> 
litlem with, the Nature ef «>ir Scnfe of die Grant, it tauR, 
doubtlcfs, be the neccflaiy Confequeiwe of die etbn- Senfe ; that 
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h, if wecannetbelim^ to bdim tint jtiinaeefirjtottie 
Nature of a Tn^, we mufl fee that its infepanUe jnfcmweia 

i£, cmdid and booefl Reader, juu defire to pofleft iht 
Trdth, Mhw Hat Que, and jou will find it in fiiller Lnflra 
thin a F^ can ptdure it. Among ether Tliingi, ytm will tot^ 
that W the Moocy in the Treafury, had been the {nmte Pro- 
Dcity of the Crown, uncharged with any Trufi, and Ae King

for putting both on tbe famt Footing ? And muft not fuch a 
Coodud t&£tiMaWy break down the Barrier of DiftinStion be- 
tween thera, and thereby give a Cfrionr, ao irremediable Pre- 
text to fame fiitnre bad Prince, or a r^»daut Minifter ofaty 
5'ime, for m^"g ule of that Conftdion, and wafting the Moocy 
<ifthe People as theaUbiuteProper^cif the Crown f 

One of tlie great Excellencies of a Parliamentary ConftltUtion, 
its grcateft under a good King, is this ; that the ReprefentEtivea 
of the People, coming together from dl Quarters, after nefiding 
among their Confiituenls, and baring every the beft C^iportu- 
nity of perfe3:ly comprebending both tmeir Interelb attd 
THEIR. Sentiments, atul from henoe bong qoaliJied, in the 
hi^iell Degree, to reprefent both to their Sovereign, are con- 
sidered as tbe GRAND CoDDCii. of the Realm, whole Opiniona 
and Advice carry the greatefl Authoritjr, and are genenuly, or 
rather always, ^e Souice and Ba& ot thole Lows, by which 
the Welfare of the People is promoted and fecnred. The King 
cannot, from his own mere Knowlei^, be etjaally enabled, 
and the tm/y true Method tor hie lDf<Miiiation is, to liften to 
TH£M. Now, it will be allowed, that, as the public Wealth 
is the Sinew, the Life, of eveiy public Mea&re, there cannot 
came under the Delifa^atian of a Parliament, an Article more 
worthy their Attentien, more cdentkil to the public Hapinnaft, 
than the proper Applicsioti of tbe public Wealth : One (among 
many) hlefled Cooie^ueiMC t hg ie fane of the J^o^rine hetiuv ua 
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Uf At abri(%!ng the grand Council of the Realm, of all Power 
of ading as fuch, in the.moll important Article that can ever 
cpme before them ; they may fee die moft falutary Purpofes re- 
tarded, nay, the whole Nation on the Brink of Ruin, for Want 
of Aid from the public Treasure, yet muft they not prefume 
to offer to their Sovereign's Acceptance, the Sentiments that 
burn within them on the great Occafion, until they have obtain- 
ed Leave from him for fo doing; and for this, they muft often 
break through a Crowd of Minifteri, who have already appor- 
tioned among themfelves this very Money, on which the Pre- 
Jervationof a People may depend — And all for what? Becaule 
the King was before made a Trufiet for the People, to eipcnd 
this Money for their Ufe; or thus, bccaufe the lUng is intrujled 
toa£tfor the Service of the People, therefore the People can 
liave no Right to point out to him, by what Method this Strviet 
may bell be anfwered. 

The Considerations, indeed, obviate this Inconvenience 
by the only Method of doing it, hy aOiiring us, in the i8th 
Page, that no Part of the Community, but the King, tan 
judge how the public Service may be promoted. His Words are, 
" If the Affirmative be true, [to wit, that the Kin^ is the aHing 
" Tntftee for the People] his Majefty, under that conftimtional 
*• frufl muft be the Judge of (A* Occafion, the Time, and lb* 
f Sum\ for ^ SOLELY has the executive Power, and knows 
** the various Exigences of Government, and which of them 
^ ought to have the Preference in the Application." — And 
irom hence, indeed, very cmfijlentlyy he infers the Neceflity oipre- 
vioui Confent. On fuch Tenets as thefe, it is manifeft, it can 
only be founded, 

1 Ihall not detain you with any Obfervations on this Polition, 
or its innumerable neceflary Confequences. A Minute's Reflec- 
tion will Ihew, that it takes away every the leaft Trace of Li< 
berty out of our ConAitution. Of what Nature muft a Pro- 
ceeding be, that cannot be fupported without ReQourfe to fuch a 
Dodrine as this ? And what Men muft they be, what Defigns 
mull they have had, who, at infinite Pains and Expence, both 
endeavoured the Completion of the Proceeding, and openly 
avowed and propagated the DeMrine f 

I think I promifed to point out where this Author denied the 
Parliamentary Privilege of overhauling and cenfuring the public 
Accounts : This brings me to it. Dienyjius has already con- 
viSed him, fo that I (ball dwell the lefs upon it. In the Para- 
gra[^I lately <|uoted from his 35 th Page, all fuch Privileges 
are expreHy cut off under the general Article of public Deli- 
BERJiTioNs ; and here we have indeed a very confiftent Reafon 
for it i for, if the King be the only Judge of the Occafion, the 

Time, 
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Timt, and the Sam, it U apparent that die ConunonicoaMno^' 
without the greatefl Abfurdity, inquire into the Propriety of 
AcctHints, which are fuppofcd to be grounded upon his Autho- 
rity, anddire3ed by his Judgment; and to call for them fbr 
this Purpofe, would be the Height of impudent Stupidity. And 
accordingly, he afterward tells us (as Dioi^Jiui has obfcrred) 
that the public Accounts have been ever brought into Parlia- 
ment, not as a Matter oi Right to give Room for their Cenfure, 
but only as a Din^ian, to aiTifl them in makingfartbgr Grant/% 
that is, though they have not Capacities for applying Money, 
they are fagacious enou^ to raife it for thofc who have. Yet I 
really think he muft, of Confequence, cut off ahb this Privilege ; 
for a Parliament, in fuch a Cafe, would furely follow infalUbU 
Dire^on, and they m^ as well leave it to the liinie IniulibiHtf 
to ad entirely in their Stead. 

To confirm this Sentiment, that the Parliament can have no 
Right to call for the public Accounts, and that they areiaid 
before them only as t Matter of AJTiftance, he tells us in Page 
44, That *' The laying that this is public Money, being given 
" by the Public, and tberefire to be accounted for to them, it 
" unfair Reafoning" If I underfland Englijh, the plain Mean- 
ing of this Sentence ii thb, *< It does not follow, becaufe this 
" Money was given by the Public, that therefore they have any 
** Right to inquire into its Application." He then proceeds to 
give his J&o/on, " Becaufe the Ptiblic have once intrultcd the 
" Crown by the general Grant, therefore, while that Truft 
" remans, the Difpolition is in the Crown, fubjed always to 
" the Truft upon which it waa veiled, for die U(e of the Pub- 
" lie." He found himfelf obliged to qualify this Sentence a little, 
or it would have been very egnfijlttit; but, as it (lands, this i* 
the Purport; '• The Crown is not » account for the public 
" Money to the Public, becaufe the Crown is intrujied^ and the 
" Difpofition of this Money continues in the Crown, always 
*' fubjed to this 7rufl, and yet no Power on Earth IhalL in- 
'* quire whether this Truji is adhered to or not." 

For a full Difplay of thefe and his other principal Fallacies, 
and a true Reprefentation of all his miflated Fa3*, and, indeed, 
for the mofl lively hiformadon in every Article belonging to this 
Affair, I refer my Reader to the isimiublc Pamphlet m>m which 
I have taken my Motto. 

What more fhall I fay ? or what more is neceflaiy to be faid } 
Surely every Perfon, who thinks at all, will fee, that the Pro- 
eeeding of our ever glorious Houfe of Commons in reje3ing this

*< Power could accrue to the Crown from a parliamentary Ac- 
** knowledgmcnt of the Neceffity of ^miMitf Cbaym/?" 

It ii evident, that inch an Acknow^e^ment would confer on 
the Crown a Power unconJentanoon* with the Natnre of a Trujl 
for the public Service, and, in hs oeceflary Confequcnce, inveft 
it with an uncontrauUbke Sway over die Treafury of this King- 
dom for ever-more. That fiidi a Dominion is no Part of the 
Crown's anehnt J\trvgMtive, will, I prerume, he hardly denied. 

I fliall detain yon no t(»iger en this Head ; the concurring 
Arguments that potu- in to the Illuflration of Truth, have alrea- 
dy employed me longer than I defigned, and would do fb fliU 
were I to indulge them. You will, on conlidering the Subjed, 
6nd its Force increafe on you every Moment, and with it your 
Admiration, that Men could be hardy or intoxicated enough to 
infiill the UnderOandtngs of « Nation by attempting to dirguiro 
it.

The fame Author, and the Remarks, have illuftrated thit 
Topic, with a Force And Perrpicui^ that muft perpetuate them 
with Honour, while a Love of Libertt and Truth holds ita 
Refidence in the human Breaft. 

Thsy have allogonc minutely into all the Proceedings of Par- 
IJameot that add Force to this Privilege of interfering where ths 
public Money is Concerned, and have Ihcwn, to Dcmonftration> 
ft Conflant Exerttcn of this Right, through a Series df Years, in 
tattittg far, infpeHiHg, and ttnfwring the Applicatlptu made of 
the public Money, under the |cneral Trufl of the Crown, and^ 
wbtire' any Silrplui has remained, after the public Exigencies 
were anfwerAd, in carrying over this Surplus, of their own 
mere Ivfotion, to the Service of the enfuing Two Years, al- 
^ugh the Money that compofed this Surplus, had been before 
gruited to the Crown for the public Service. 

The ^thor of the CokeideraTiong is milcrably offended-- 
at this; and, indeed, no Wonder, for it is an unmcky /lai?. 
He Won't allow thai they applied the Surplus, but only carried 
it in their own Mimates to the Credit of the Nation, and lb 
made the enfuing Grants the lefs. Few, \ believe, will be fa- 
tiified with this Dilhnfition ; for, furcty, it appears by this their 
repeated Omdud for many Years, that they have looked on 
themfelves as entitled to meddle with the Money btfare intrufted

Debt, by mating Ufe of fucb Surplufcs, add j^ing Credit for 
them to the Nation.

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The fame Gentkmen have fhewn a Variety of Inlbnces, 
where the Commona have pointed out to rtie Crown fuch Me- 
thods, ts feemed to them advifeable for the Application of the 
public Money, that had before been intnifted to the Crown, 
and all without a Trace of previaui Confmt. That the late Bill 
^mounted to any Thing more than an humble painting tut, nd- 
body will atTirm, as the King's Allent remained IHII in his own 
Hands;' this Ufage, therefore, is confirmatory of its Propriety 
in the highefl Degree, and the fame Doftrine that prohibits the 
bringing in a Bill, muft alfo inevitably prohibit an Addrtfsy point* 
ing out any Application of the public Money, without Leave 
firft had from the Crown. 

TTie Considerations have not (hewn, why the Commons 
have always thus prefumed to addrifs without Leave, but they 
inliH.much on the bumble Stile of thefe AddrefTeSj and iniisr from 
thence, that the Crown has the Right of Application ; i. e. the 
file, abfalute, and uncontroulable Right of Application ; in this 
Senfe evidently would he reprefent it. A good Plea would my 
Agent have for claiming a Property in my Money, becauTe I 
might have defired that he would pleafe to pay fuch and ftich 
Sumsj and I Ihould be much obliged to him ! A rayal Agent may 
furely claim a ftill farther Addition of Complufsnce ; the Subli- 
mity of his Station futikiently authorizes and fupports the 
Change, without having Recourfe to a Change of Nature in the 
Subjca, 

I would allc this Author whether, fuppofing that an AddreA 
from the Commons, recommending a falutary Application <^ 
^e public Money, Ihould, at any time, throi^h the fraudulent 
Defigns of fome of the Royal Minifters, be rejeaed ^ the 
Crown, the Commons, in fuch a Cafe, have not a conftituti- 
onal Redrefs againft all fuch Minifters, and every other Perfon, 
who might have advifed or aftifted in the Rejedion of their Adv 
vice ? If the Affirmative be true, many Confequences will fol- 
low, not very agreeable to his Dodrine ; and, among the reft, 
this, that, be the Slile of fuch AddreiTei ever fo refpcQfuI, it 
confers no Power on the Crown, but that which, by the Nature 
of a FREE Constitution, it enjoys; tbe Paiuer of a^ing as an

Many things occur in the fame Author's firft and fecond Per- 
form»nce, that, had I Leifure and Room, I might, perhaps, 
however unneccftary, be tempted to fpeak to. Every Reader 
hasobferved how he has left the Vindication in fidi Pof- 
feflion of all the principal Arguments, and modeftly forbears to 
return to thofe untenable lurking Holes, from whence his too 
powerful Adverfary had driven him. 
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One C!rcumflance I tniift mention, u a Specimen of his d6^ 
plorable Condition: He had, in the Considerations, produced 
an Iiiftance of previoui Canjtnt, being mentioned to the Houfe by 
a Minilter of the Crown, in relation to Lord Bolingbr^eh For- 
iisitures. To overfet this Attempt at a Precedent, the Findica- 
r^r quotes the AQ oi Rcfumptm, and the Ad for encouraging 
Seamen; both infinitely ftronger, efpecially the latter; yet, 
who would think it ? This Author, iri his Reply, aiTures us, 
they are nothing to the Purpofe, however bh own may be : ' And 
why ? Bccaufe they are not exadly parallel ; becaufe they did 
not relate to the national Debt : Nay, he condefcends to grow 
facetious on the Occafion, and throws the Vindicator into a ter- 
rible DilemmM. I need not point oiit to the Reader how power- 
fully thefe two laft quoted Precedents operate as Arguments « 
fortiari: Surely if the King's previous ConfenI be not neceflary 
where his ackrtovjledged Right is concerned, it cannot be deemed 
neceflary where the Right is, by no means, an acknowtedgtd 
ew. But, as to the Canjlderer's Precedent, we do not find, by 
that, or the others he produces, that the Necefllty of this ^r^v/ou/ 
ConfenI y/as folfmnSy acknovjtedgfd in the ASa of Parliament. If 
fo, they are nothing to our Point, which folely relates to a Par- 
liamentary Acknowledgment : For every one may fee, that a Ser- 
vant of the Crown, out of his Zeal for enhancing the Dignity of 
its Appearance, may, at any time, ulher in a majeftic Form of 
Words, which the refl of the Houfe never intended to acknow- 
ledge a A'n^g^/)' for ; and without fuch an Acknowledgment, the 
AGtoiont Perfon, and he a Minifter, will not, it is hoped, be 
deemed a Foundation for Prerogative, or be any Kind of Proof 
that the Crown's previous Confent is, on all fuch Occafions, 
CONSTITUTIONALLY NECESSARY. By the fame Way of V 
guing, he might have at once determined the prefent Matter of 

Contefl, by producing, as a decifive Precedent, the L— L- '» 

Speech, wherein the like Condefcenfion is promulgated to the 
People oi Ireland : Or, indeed, he may, at any Time, eftablifli 
any Right in the Crown by the oiHcious Expreflions of its Ser- 
vants. 

One Inftance more of this ingenious Gentleman's Powers in 
Argumentation, which juft now occurred to me, I muft men- 
tion ; In his Reply he tells us. That " the AGt for laying Taxes 
" on Penfions granted by the King, brought in by the Com- 
" mons ■without previous Confent, and paffcd in 1703, was a 
" ft rong Affirmance of his i?/fi/ of granting' them. "-^—Ilhould 
defpair of a School-boy, who could be convinced, or hoped to 
convince another, by fuch wretched Jargon. The meaneft 
Capacity will inlUntly perceive, that the royal Powrt- of granting 
Penfions out of the public Money, is but a Branch of the Trufi 
E 2 for 
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krfuiHe Sifviftf totalled lo reward and eneounge Merit/M' 
tie puilie JVtal i vture tbiigrtatEiid is not promoted for want 
of adequate Merit in the Perfons, fuch Penfions are a. DcviatitMi 
bom That Trust, and the public Money b fo far wafled; 
Ttut was ^ Cafe in this S^wn, and the Comnuuis accordin^y, 
•fier folenm Inquiries, and folemn Cenfures, on fuch Grants, 
^ocecded w bring in a Bill for taxing them, i. t, for reducing 
them; which Bifl, tfiou^ it took its Rife from an Exertion ot 
Uie King's iW»r of granting Penfions, yet waa the ftrongeft De- 
nial of his Right of gratMing them in thefe particular Circura- 
ftances, and the ftrongeft Demonftration that they knew diem- 
felves entitled lo centroul him in the Exercife of this Povier^ 
and reftrain him to the Conditions of his Trufi, on which almie - 
fce had a Right to exert it, to wit, the Advancement of the 
roBLic Service. 

Bat it is needlefs to enter into farther Particulu'e. Tfae Vin- 
dication (lands on Record the Terror of the Party and its 
Do^ines, and has left but little Room for any additional Con- 
futation. -iA Work that was not to be forgiven ! "Oie only Ar- 
guRMMdvt remaiited was thatof /W<r; thougb the People 
could not be deceived, Uigir Frieitds could be punilhed, and, 
to'ftrip the Aothor of his Employment, proved to Demonftra- 
luoii that he was on the wrtng Side of the Qjjeftion. 

As to Ae CoNSiDERATioHS, I fliall only add, that at tfaey 
Iwve ^reody been adjudged, in every private Opinion, to be as 
fcondfllous and flavifli a Libel againft Truth, Liberty, and our 
Conftitntton, as ever difhoneured the PreJs ; fo, had the Houfe 
ef Commons, that grand Basis of our national Felicity, been 
permitted to meet, they would, doubtlefs, have condemned it 
to the bme ignominious Cenfure, which Boc^ of lefs Demerit 
have frequently met with among us, as well as Jn England, 

As to the loffer Pamphlets, they are almoft all, as I have

Sbare of Concurrenoe «t bIL I betieve this muft be down- 
li^t lenoroncc, for it could not be txptdted, tfast the nuancA 
Perfon in the Coomiunity could be tmpoTed on by fo groft a 
Fallacy; for all the World koowj it wai to ham been difpofed 
of by ji^ of Parliammt, wbich coimot czift witfaoat the King's 
Aflent, tlut the Bill for this PurpoTe was brought-jn and psfwd 
by the HouTe of Comtnons, and that its being afterwasd re* 
jcdod by them, was entirely owing to a Claofe put into it on 
the odier Side of the Water, which imported, that the Content

A few oth»v, for the 6Ax of diverfitying the A^umcnti 
have ventnred to affiim, that the whole Difpute has been about 
nothing but Femu and Cergmmtitif or Wards and Otmpiimtnit. 
If theft had no Kind of Mtaning or Tendency, nor contained 
any AeituwitJgmtta, then tbcy an but empty Sotimdi, or aUo^ 
XuXKNiidm^ti andtnfbcht^afe, Ifimcy, tlKOdinm willAdl 
hearier where tfaefe Gentlemen would not cfaufe; for, thcogh 
none but CfaiUren woald fqoafable for NMi^i, yet tbcy oauft 
be mtJidtut and Hl^mbiJtd C^ldren, who codd give a murt£ 
Stai for being di&ppotnt«d of a Gear-gtnu. But if ForiKt and 
Ctremonkt contain an A/m-wie^m mt , and focfa 4ebmuUt^titm 
intimately afleA the pBtdic HapfuncA, k then becomes a Com 
teft about fimttbing, and on the Mcriti of that Jchmolt^mml 
n the Condu3 of the contending Parties to be try'd.

Something thitWay the Cafe fairly Jlattd feeou to mn; 
tittle fuperior, but in Phrafe, to the Letier to the Public, h 
would in5nuate, that, on the Face of the inlerted Oaufe, there 
appears nothing but a ComplimtHt to the Crown, which, in its 
Confequence, could never tSt&. the People, faoirercrneocffiuy 
to the Royal Dignity. It is not eafy to conceive how a Matter 
can be of fo great CfXKxm to otte Branch of our ConAilutioii, 
and yet be quite m^tory to the (ttfaeri ; for, if it be infiflcd 
on as Part of the Kiog's Prerogative, it becomes highly incum- 
bent on the People to fee that ii is fa, and not to aeiiiewlfdge

ing of it can, *hy fiiir Interpretation, onlv aiaount to a previous 
Declaration of the King, that he wuvld confent when the Bill 
flxxitd be afterward ofiered to him. 

I leave it to every Man, who underftands the obvious Force 
of the Englijb Language, whether the Words of that Claufe 
do not plainly' declare, that fuch previous Confent was not 
floly obtained for the framing of that A£t, but alfo, that it was 
atuffarj to be fo obtained. Let my Reader throw his Eye 
over . the Preamble of the Bill, which is always the Fsundation 
of the enaaing Part, aiwL he will fee. the prtviaut Confent is 
made a material Article oS it ;■ it is coupled to the Whereas, ' 
vHiich nins through the whole, and, upon the Strength and 
Cround-vjorkt^xtj it is, that the Parliament ^toni/r/f or that it be 
wHaBeiy &C. It is not poJGUe for Words to be more clear and 
ocpreinve of the Necessity of the Clacfe to the bringing in af 
&e Biil. But grant him his DiiUn&on, and wImU does it avail 
him ? If the Form was not neeeffary to the Preregalive, accu- 
mulated Odium reflet on tbofc to wbcHn he would recommend 
Junfelf ; if he affirms that it was, then is the Difpute where 
it was before; for fiirely, it comes exadly to the fame Thing, 
wfaedier fuch a previous Promife of confenting to the Bill, 
when framed, Ihould be ntceffary^ or that the Cenfent to the 
framing of it fliould be previoufly neeeffary ; a McHtient's At- 
tention will iliew the two Fhralcs to be, m every InRance, 
precifely of the fame Amount. 

But on fuch wretched Quibbles it were needlefs to dwell ; 
die Considerations are the avowed Maxims of the Parly, 
and they openly promulge it, as the Rule of thur Condud, 
and the Bads of their Do&ines, that the King's Conlent is 
NECESSARY, previous to any public Deliberationt on the 
Application of the public Money, that he had before been 
intrusted with for the public Ufe. The Aflertion, it is true, 
is an hardy one, but a IhufBing Phrafe will mend it but 
little; in fuch \S\\i fair fialtd Cafe abounds, and is, indeed, 
but a weak Attempt at foftening the Procedure of its Patrons, 
and the' Sentiments made public by their Advocates in order to 
fupport it, againd which the popular Clamour had raifed itfelf 
with additional Refentment. A iludied Fulnefs of Periods, a 
carefol Latitude in Terms, and an affeded Shew of Moderation, 
are his Inflruments for this Purpofe,and conlHtute the Sum toul 
of his Excellence. 

Had this Pamphlet met with any extraordinary Share of the 
^blic Favour, I (hould perhaps dwell longer on expoling its 
Fallacies ; but as that it not the Cafe, and the £une one Rule 
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will be fuffictent to dettSt the Sophilby of this, and all the 
other minor Frodudion) on this Topic, I fhall do no more 
than apply this Rule to that Form of Words which ran* 
pretty much alike through them all, and which they feem 
to exped may pafs for an Argument. It is this. That at tit 
King bora separate Right of applying the unappr^aUd pui- 
iicMorttf, to fueb puhlie Ufei as be, in bit great JVifdom, fhouU 
tbink proper, it feemi highly rtafinabU, that, when any of tbit 
Money is to ht applied hy an A£i of Parliament, bis Omfent JbauU 
he given previous tt the bringing in a Bill for that Purpofe.^ 

Let the candid Reader flft this for a Moment, and reduce it 
into a precife and Ugal Meaning, and, I am fure, he muft 6nd 
it amount exadly to the fame Propc^tion which we have been 
hitherto confidering ; to wit. That, becauje the King is the Cm- 
Jiittititaal Tkvst:y.I, for the laying out tbe Money of the ^ople for 
their Ufe, atid aecvuntaile to them for the Manner in vjbkb be aif 
eharget (A«j Trust, therefore bit Cmfent JbouU he obtained, before 
tbe People caneven propose to brm^ for bit Aceptance, a Bill far 
tbe Applicativn of their twn Mtney to their own Service. The 
former Phrafe IS but a glittering Drefe for this Abfurdity^ ren- 
dered lefs difgufting by the Addition of Jeparate Right ; but every 
intelligeift Perfon wilt give thefe Words no more than their in- 
trinfic Value : They feem to mean, that fuch Right is abfelutt 
and unemtrotilable : If it were, I grant the Confequence very 
juAj but in OUR Conllitution, inarRSKOne, theymuftnevcr 
imphr more than that the King is, by the Nature of his Station^ 
the Peribn who is to aanagt the Money of the People for their 
Ufe, and to account to them for this Management. The only 
Senfe in which the Word Right can be applied, on this Occa- 
fion, is this, That, by his Pofition in the Frame of our Con- 
ftitution, as he is theftlefl, lb is he intitled to be, the Tnillee 
for them, who cannot be aliuayt alTembled to watch a Viciflt- 
tude of Occafions, and confult for themfelves; he tan iQ.fepa- 
rately from ibem in no other Senfe but as every Truflee may 
and muft, when tbey, who have the Property, are not on 
the Spot; flill fubjed, when r^ meet, to their Scnitiny, Cen- 
fure, and Dire^on. But as a feparate Right carries, in its 
common Acceptation, the Idea of a difcretionary, unlimited 
Power, and gives an inadvertent Reader to underAand, that the 
King may do jufl at be plcafes with the public Treafure, it was 
the moA advifeable Phrafe for this Author, and his Com* 
peers, to build their SyAem on ; and, indeed, in tbit Senfe, it 
II the only Bails that can fupport it 

Sometimes we have the fame Sentiment in Words like thefe ; 

" The King had a Right to pay off the national Debt by bimfelf, 

" as he hu accordingly done; and^ confequently, when he 
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*■ Aennittcdthe ParluDnoft to have a ShtreintJw TrAntaSion^ 
" It w« bot rcafonabU that bu pmitut Ctnfmt Ihoutd b« ac- 
•« knowledgei" The firft PropaGtioo may admit of much to 
ke fiiid on it, I am not Lawrcr enough to alccrtain, how hx 
it wa> nMefiarf to pay off a Debt, contrafied on the Faith ^ 
^rliamcnt, b^ a joint Ad of all tbc &nie Branches of our Con< 
ftitation, or> if any Credilon ihould be hardy enough lo reilire 
dicir Money from any Authority but that under which they 
bmrowcd it, and, in Confcquence thereof, ha?c their Intereft 
flopped, bow fiir a fiiture Parliament m^, with Julbcc and 
Propiicty, cffHHife and vindicate filch RcftiU. On fuch ardu- 
001 Potnti I will not ventiire to pronounce; and it beccones 
lels neccfTary, as we have heard no Ob^edion to tbc Thing 
being done by AR af Farliamtnt ; from whence we may con- 
dude, that it wu judged, at leafl, the maft adviftahU Voim. 
But this I will rdy on, ai a eanflitutienal Trulb, that no Power, 
or PerfiHt, on Ewth can fay, wiA Pnmrk^, that the Crown 
had or has * Rtgbt to apply tbc ptk^ Mnwy to ibif, or that, 
or any other ^rticnlar Ufe, excc^ittng only THr Rxpkmenta-* 
TIVE3 or THE PKOn.EiN Parliauxnt AtsxuBLKD. Until 
TMZiR Dcdfion be palled, all fuch Applicatitaia ran;un quite 
uncertain and nndciermincd, » to their Lcgal^ : For thcJc 
Applicationi cat be made oc^ under ibegaural IrtiS rcpded in 
llw Crown fatpullie Servin; apd iriio is toafceriain, wfaether 
dui Trufi hm been adhered to in Ibch Applications, or whe* 
tfaer every fuch Application be made for the ^lic Servicty in 
{Mirfuance of that Trujif Surely, indutnt^y, the Rcprefenta. 
tivet ci THE PzDFLX, for whole Benefit the Trufl was repofed ; 
Alt private Opinion of say Perfbn mull, in fuch Cafe, operate 
no farther than himfelf, and can never be introduced, as a Pro- 
pofition, into Argmneni, and be made the Bafu of a political 
Conclufton { the Approbation of this great Body can h/om 
determine the Merit, and aiBx the Stunp of L<^ibr to every 
particular Exertion c^ the Royal Truft in the Application of 
the Money of the People. 

The adtnmuledged I^iwiple, therefore, as the Fair Stater, with 
much Modefty, terms it, and on which he buildi hit Do3rine, 
it not a Particle founder than as it Hands in the Original: For, 
THE Right of judging of the TiW, the Oceafian, and the 
Sum, feenu to be definitively lodged in the People^* Reprefenta- 
livcs, and not in the Crown, whKh can never pretend to more 
than a Right of Jud^ng on ihdc Headi as a Truffee. While 
fuch Right is attend^ with real Love for the People's Welliire, 
and every particular Exertion of it calculated folely for tliat 
vat End (a* under our prefent moft Excellent Sovereign, blef- 
d be God, it bat ever b«cn) there can be tie Danger of any 
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RiaWrial £rror : But, furely, for common Safety, ve mufl Ik 
bfliirtd, that it buj bettifo; dnd that can only be by a Parlia- 
mentary Inquiry. The Propriety of every Application muft de- 
pend on the Time, the Occafmn, and the Sum ; of all thefe Par- 
ticulars, the ReprefentatiVes of the People muft therefore be 
allowed the Right- of judging. 

Every one, in his Confcience, muft reft fatisfied, that the 
public Money could not be belter applied, than in paying off the 

Jmbfit Debt ; and it being the very Purpofe intended by the re- 
e^d bill, ftiews that it was the univerfal Senfe of the Nation : 
But, as I have faid, whether it can properly be done under the 
getufal Truji 6f the Qrovim, none but the Parliament can deter- 
mine ; and fuppofing it certainly could, what does it prove ? 
Nothing, but what has been ever acknowledged. That the King 
hai k.'Tr-v^t farlbe Ufi 9f the People, and that tbii h ane, among 
iitany Infiancei, of his exerting it. 

To have bmitted the Acknowledgment of previoui Canfent, 
ivould not, 43 the fame Gentleman infers, have, in any Sort, 
prcctudcd the King from aaing In that feparate Capacity lubicb 
hewa/^hasbyotfrConftitution: For, furely, tha Royal Trujl 
could never have been hurted, by his being niade » joint and an 
0^/ Ador ifi the Difpoficion of the public Treafurej and to 
Krre made him a dijiltia and a /uperiot- one, woUld not, as I 
Ibfilieve has been flieWn, haVe been neceffdry to that Trujt, can-* 
fifterft with the People s ffivileges, or confonant to the Parlia- 
ftienfary Right, enjoyed rfirough a Courfe of Years, of pointing 
out Applications, and punifliing Mifapplications, of the Money 
faifed by themfelves out of the Pockets of the People. 

The firft exaSly parallel Inftance of 1749, is a Precedent not 
to, be got over ; The Condeftion of 1751, however injudicious^ 
was attended with every Circumftance that can deftroy Its Force 
is a Precedent, and hurts not all. It took its Rife from th« 
feme Principle that produced all the unparatlelled Modera- 
tion of the Majority in that SelTion ; from the warmeft In- 
clinations to Harmony, a Hope that an Attack fo unpopular, fa 
finconftifutional, could not long fubfift, and a Fear of the 
Cbnfequence of Mifreprefentations, iti a Matter where Prero- 

fattvt was pretended to be concerned. Every Meafure, every, 
firtance, demonflfates thefe, their truly Patriot Apprehen- 
fions, at that Time ; they prefented an onufual Addrefs, folely 
W obviate them i and though they would not make the Acknow- 
kdmefit required, an ASt of Ibiir own, an Unwillingnefs to dif- 
trior their Country, induced them to acquiefce under- the In-> 
ferrion made in riidr Names, on the other Side df the Water. 

-But now, thanks be to God, and the Defenders of our Liber- 
ties, wc have a Basis for that Privilege which, as a fre£ Peo- 
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PtE, Wc inherit i tbe Right of Interpofition in the Difpefal of our 
public Treafvrfy a Bafis that, on any future Occafion, where 
this great Principle may intervene, muft be regarded by every 
Lover of IRELAND, asgreat in its Confequences, and ineflim- 
able in its Value. We "have had the whoie of the DoiSrine moft 
thoroughly canvaffed, "every Argument minutely difcufled, the 
Merits of the Qycftion made plain to the whole Community, 
and, as the Refult of all, a folemn Determination iiv 
Behalf of the People, which, while they retain a Care for 
their Country, they can never furely be brought to part 
with, 

I ihall add no more on previaut Conftnt ; I have been led far- 
ther already than I at firfl intended, and farther than was ne- 
ceilary, as I am convinced, that every Man, who dares to 
fee with his own, Eyes, muft plainly difcover the Purport and 
Teiidency of this Doflrine, and the Defign of its Intro- 
duSioii, and that, without any AfTiftance beyond a fair Difplay 
of the Truth ; he mull fee, chat it was intended as a Snare, to 
extort a Parliamentary Acknowledgment of an unlimited abfo- 
lute Power in the Crown, over all Monies in the Receipt of the 
Irijh Treafury : That an Adminiftration was employed to effea 
it. highly qualified for the Purpofe in every CircumAance, and, 
efpecially, in its clofe Connexions with thofe, whofe Station 
neceftarily confers an extenfive Share of Influence in this King- 
dom, and whofe private Ambition built all its Hopes on the 
temporary Afiiflance of fuch Patrons : That, to inveft this be-" 
neficial Right, every Means was employed, and, on its unex- 
pe3ed Failure, the bafefl Mifreprefentations have been too fuc-i 
cefsfiilly put in Pradice, againll the trueft and moft affedionate 
Servants that ever King could boaft of. 

One thing muft be ever remembered, that, as under the 
prefent Adminijlralion this modern Branch of Prerogative was 
firft introduced, fo was the rejeSed Claufe inferted in England, 
by the Promotion, and at the Inftance of our G ' ■ t , as may 
be feen by the Letter from the Privy Council there, on the Re- 
turn of the altered Bill ; a Circumftance that befpeaks the Pro- 
jeQ not (o deeply laid as fome have apprehended ; the whole of 
it feems the Work of our domejlic Friends, animated by the 
Concurrence of temporary Vilitors j by Mifreprefentation it it 
plain this pernicious Claute was inferted, and on Mifreprefenta- 
tion is built their every Meafure and their Hopeof Succefs. This 
is, furely, a chearing ReHedion; it ftiews the national Interelb 
of our Parent Iftand to be utterly unconcerned in the Schemei, 
and, confequentty, our Safety and our Freedom to dcpetid entirely 
on ourfelves. 

We 
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We of this Illand Hiould be ever moft careful of admittinff 
liny Innovations in any Part of our public Proceedings ; Concel- 
lions will always bear hard upon us, and be very difficult, if 
poflible, to retrieve. We fee how the Acquiefcencc of 175 1 
has been raifed againll us as a Precedent^ notwithftanding all the 
combating Strength of Reafon, our Confticution, and Ufage 
alniofl immemorial. We have not, as an ingenious Writer ex- 
prefles it, the Principles of a Conftitulion in ourjchei, but de- 
rive them all as a Branch from the Englijb Stock ; Redrcfs muft 
therefore be to us an arduous Talk, ana Prevsntim our fafeft 
Dependence, As this Peculiarity is the weak Part of our Con- 
Aitution, againft it will every un-national Delign be played, 
and our CircumfpeSion fhould be always proportion ably vigi- 
lant. 

This important Maxim was the Foundation of the Rcjedlion 
of the Claufe ; and, indeed, confidering the whole Tenor of the 
ConduS purfued by thofe who fo violently puftied its Eftablifh- 
ment, there remained no room to doubt, that every Confe- 
quence which could, in any Sort, be drawn from it, benefi- 
cial to the ProjeSors,. however unfriendly to the Interefts of 
this IJland, would infallibly be indulged in its futlell. Scope, 
For, I imagine, that acoitimonly-attentive Viewof iheirMca- 
fures, muft (hew fuch a ftriking Similarity of Principle running 
throng the whole, as, at once, to decide the Queftion I at Brfl 
propofed ; to wit, whether they can be reafo^iably fuppofed to 
have aded all along on a pure Oefire of promoting the Welfare 
of IRELAND, or to have been aSuated by an Ambition, of 
elevating fome few Individuals to a Height of Dominion over us, 
which, by a national and popular Courfe of Proceedings, 
they could never hope to obtain. 

And, indeed, the Wonder does, by no Means, lie in the laft 
Suppofition, however miraculous the former muft appear : For, 
confider the leading Perfam engaged, and what elfe could be ex- 
peQed ? When did we fee or hear of a Sec of Men, fome of them 
without a Particle of Property in the Kingdom, inverted only 
with a temporary Authority \ others, from their Nature, their 
Connexions, and all their antecedent Conduft, demonftrably at 
the Beck of any Power that would lend them a Hand to that 
Advancement, for which they had been, for many Years, fo 
inefFeaually labouring ; the joint Body aSing under an extra- 
national Direftion, and openly propagating their Schemes, by 

the loweft and moft corrupt of Means, When did we ever 

hear oi fucb a Combination being afiuated by the noble Motive 

of promoting the Interefts of the People they cai^ among, and 

forcing upon them a Syftem of Happinefs, which the whofe 
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Bodv of that People was Ihipid enough not to fee in fud a 
Light, and to perverfe as to refiife ? 

1 (hall not detain you longer, by going into the many other 

Branches of the fame Ad n; nor is it at all ftrange, that they, 

who fo violently efpoufed a bad Servant of the Public, in bis 
EmbezzJement of their Money, fhould, afterward, throw out 
the Bill, brought in by the concurrent Voice of the Nation, to 
oblige him to Reflitutian ; the common AS of Juftice toward 
thofe who had been the Sufferers by the Fraud. And, I be- 
lieve, it will not appear more wonderful, that Perfons confci- 
ous of their own Maie-condu3, and afraid of a national Ani- 
madverfion, fliould, for their own Sakes, prorogue [he Parlia- 
ment, although the mofl ufeful, falutary, and much wanted 
Laws, that were then ripe for IntroduQion, Laws, that would 
have added Life and Spirit to our Arts, Manufadures, Agricul- 
ture, and Improvements, fhould, thereby, fall to the Ground, 
and their Benefits be loft to the People j while others, on which 
the Security of our Proper tits, and the Advancement of our Re- 
ligion, and our Interefts, effentially depended, and by which they 
had long been fignaily promoted, were fufFered to expire. 

I have little more to add, than to obferve, that, as under 
the Providence of GOD, the mofl dangerous Attack we havfl 
ever, in this way, experienced, has been gloriouHy b^ed, la 
it can only be our own Fault, if it Ihould ever hereafter fucceed. 
We are ftill a free People, and fupported by a free PeoplCi 
a People who, from the liberal Turn of their Nature and their 
Policy, as well as a true Regard for their own Interefts, rauft. 
ever wilh well to our Liberties and Immunities, We have 
nothing to fedr, but among ourfehas. We are in the Hands of 
thofe who reprefent us ; the prefent and future Happinefs of Irc~ 
lend depends on their Bichaviour, and that, in the greateft De- 
gree, on the Spirit of the People. Nothing, then, can fave us, 
but our' inviolably adhering, in Cafe of a general Dijfahtion, 
or particular Vacancies, to thofe, on whofe Integrity we have 
the higheft human Certainty for depending. They, who havft 
already flood firm againft the Storm, claim, in the firft Rank, 
our Confidence and Services : A higher Tell we cannot expeQ, 
nor need we delire; and, when the Merit of the rtdhifl ceafes 
to draw our livelieft Gratitude and Efteem, Public Spirit mull 
be vaniftied, and Ireland on the Brink of DifTolution. 

Many there are, I doubt not, on the other Side, who wilh 
for an Occafion of atoning to their Country, and Ihewing, that 
&eir Error was not built on a bad Intention, however de- 
iRruftive in its Confequences. To fucb the Door lies ever open 
to a ReconciliatioQ ; but on no F<]oting <but one as certain as 

their 
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their Tran(greffion. We inow they hwe dom Wroa^ «a4 
we owe it to ourfdves, jtnd our PofterUy, to b4 « wr^/ 4lW«4 
of their 4oing right, which cm Qoiy be W Exptritntei th* 
Crifis is COQ important for our believing on ACiui^^cw. 

We fliauld be the more careful on this Head, m atl tha 
WritingB, fine e the grand unpopular Attempt, have beoi pl^i^r 
ly calculated to break down the Diflin^an between cli4 Biaek 
»nd the R(4i to diminilh our Gratitude to our Preferv«r», mi 
our Refentment aeaijiH our Betrayers. This, indeed ti treats 
tng us with all that implyed Contemfd, which runs tbroi^ 
every Article of their Ojndua ; to expe& that we Ihatl feirg«t 
iubitantial Blellings, which every Hour we. feel, on the S|r«ng^ 
of juridical Quibbles, and the chimerical Produce of byi^MJ 
Imaginations. For my own Part, and, I brieve, the Senti- 
ment is Metty univcrfal, I look on it as > OuTVj iia in^f^ 
penfible Duty to my Count rv, to perpetuate the Merit qf 
Its Prote&ors : For this Realbn, do 1 preferve the 4i/}i»gmjk- 
ing LiJIs, with a Care proportionable to my 3enlc of t]w Or^ 
c^ott, and fhall tranfmit tbcm, as a valuable Record, t£> p(^ 
terity, who will never ceafe to look, with Veneration^ on Qvei^ 
wotuiy Name, while they Ihudder at tlw Reflesioa on tbgT* 
Evils, from which they have been preCervwL 

My Countrymen Ihould alfo guard againfl tbo Approwh q( 
Defpondency and Irrefolutioo, at this particular Juncture : Itii 
true, there have been Changes that no one expe^ad to fee ) tlw 
beji-IovedMa.n in the Kingdom, the Darling of thb Piopi,i, 
and BEST Friend to his Sovereign, is difplaced, and atbert 
have afpired to one Point of the long wiHied-for Grandeur : 
But let us not defpair; the P'ax Populi muft at laft be hear4». 
however, for a while, precluded from the Royal Ear ; While 
thai remains unanimous and uncorrupted, there is the greateit 
room for Hape ; it ever bad, and ever will have, a mighty In- 
fluence over political Counfels; and, though treated by Tome of 
qur late miniAerial Advocates, as capable of no Interpretation 
but the Huzza of a Mob, yet is it a formidable Cloud owf 
the Enjoyment of their Wiihes, as, indeed, it ever has been 
in thefe Dominions, where fuch unnatural and unpopular Mea- 
fures have been pUriiied. — —The King mayj at any time, dif- 
luifs his Servants ; but let the People Judge for themfelves, ad- 
here firmly to their Fkunds, and public Happinefs Aill flands 
fecure ; nor Ihould Re^rH he permitted to Aide into Defpair^ 
when the Occafiim' promifes, in its very Nature, to be but/^M- 
parary. 

My Sentiments thus thrown together, juft as they occured,

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toy Name will be referred, To am I free from the Appre- 
henfKHis that attend the invidious Li^t of « Writer ; tor no 
other ReafoR, indeed, would I defire to be concealed, as I am 
not confcioiw of unconftitutional AlTertions, or perlbnal Smrri- 
lilj. Here I muft do Juflicc to the Country Writers in obferv- 
ing, that, in all their Produdions, I have feen the Odium of 
all bad Meafures has been thrown only on the Authors .■ Our 
excellent Sovereign has been ever particularly exempted from 
every the Icaft Share ; nor have I met with an ExprefTion, in- 
confiAent with that Duty and RefpeQ, fo eminently due to fo 
good a Prince, and which may be ever expefted from Subjeds 
fo afiedionate and inviolable, as thofe of Ireland have ever 
been. 

For my own Part, as I know him too well to think, I (hould 
alio be moll vilely ungrateful to infinuate, that he hath, through 
the Courfe of thefe Revolutions, a&ed on any Motive, but Uie 
moft upright Intentions, for the Welfare of his People : I was 
fo happy as to ferve near his Royal Perfon for many of my 
younger Years ; and ] know him, by repeated Demonftration, 
to be ONE OF THE HONESTEST OF MzN, to havc 3 moft 
PATERNAL AFFECTION for all his SubjcQs, and as high a 
Pleafure in their conflitutional Liberty, with as fervent a De- 
lire for the Prefervation of it, as they can have themfelves. 
His repeated Goodnefs and Favours, crowned by a beneficent 
Grant of a lucrative and genteel Employment, call on me to 
make this Declaration, at the fame time that they make it m^A 
pleating to me to do fo. And yet what human Qualities, 
however great and excellent, can be Proof againA the Fallacy 
of Misrepresentation! 

As to private Calumny, I can, I chink, with equal Juftice, vin- 
dicate them alfo on that Head ; indeed they have been fometimes 
too perfinal, in relation to one great Man, and, in Heat of Re- 
fentment, for his being fo largely concerned in our Diftra&ions, 
havc been tempted to give into an Opinion, for which there 
never yet has been, as 1 can find, an adequate D»non(lration, 
There feems, indeed, to be an Obftinacy of Perfeverance, in 
fulpicious Circumilances, that Ihews a perfefl Tranquillity of 
Mind under the Accufation, and a total Indifference about the 
Opinion of the World ; how far this may go in breaking down 
the Barrier againfl the Guilt, . 1 leave the Cafuifts to determine. 
But this is certain, that a Man never yet made himfelf emi- 
nently odious in his public Chara^er, who did net feel every 
private Foible expofied in Retaliation. 

On the other Side, there are, indeed, a Multitude of fcan- 
(btlous Inve^ives, though happily no room afforded for fuch 

deteflabls 
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deteftable Infinuadons. One or two of their Penmen feem lui- 
commonly deitrousat tbU Work; but the Candid Inquirer midt 
be allowM the Palm. I find him again, lately, in another Dif- 
Kuife, in which he gives his Adverfaries the fifiijhing Stroie. 
For God's Sake, why don't they do fomething for £is poor 
Man ? It would be a real Charity to the Public, 

If you do expofe this Letter, afllire the good-natUrcd Reader 
from me, that I have written it with a Heart hill of the warmeU 
and pureft Inclinations for the Welfare of my Country, and, 
as it is pretty apparent, a Mind drawn off from an aoequate 
Attention by a Viciflltude of intercfling Grcumfiancet.
